Here dwelt in Athens a young Gentleman of 
C great patrimonie, and of ſo comlie a perſonage, 
3 that it was doubted whether he were moze bound 
sto Nature foz the liniaments of his perſon, oz ts 
— | Fo:tune fo2 the increaſe of his pofleſſions. But 
Nature impatient of compariſons, and as it were diſdaining a 
companion 92 copartner in her wozking, added to this comlt- 
nelle of his body, ſuch a ſharpe capacitie of minde, that not one- 
ly ſhe pzoned Foꝛtune counterfait, but was halfe of that opini⸗ 
on, that ſhe herſelfe was onely currant. This young Gallant 
of moze wit then wealth, and pet ol moze wealth then wiſedom, 
ſceing himſelfe infertour to none in pleaſant conceits, thought 
bimſelfe ſuperiour to all in honeft conditions, inſomuch that

Naꝛoꝛ ſot neſt turneth his edge, the fineſt cloth is ſconelt eaten 
with the othes, and the Cambꝛicke ſooner ſtained then the 
courſe Canuas: which appeared well in this Euphucs, whoſe 
wit being like Ware, apt to rectiue anyimpzeſſion, andbea- 
ring the head in his owne hande, either to vſe the reine oꝛ the 
ſpurre, diſdatning counſaile, leauing his Country, loathing his 
old acquaintance, thought epther by wit to obfaine ſome Con⸗ 


moꝛe wicked. The freſhelt e ſdoneſt fade, the keeneſt 


queſt, oz by ſhame to abide ſome conflict ; who pꝛeferring fan⸗ 


cie befoze friends, and his pzeſent humoz be ſoʒꝛe honoꝛ to come, 
layde reaſon in water bering too ſalt fo2 his taſte, aud follewed 


vnbꝛideled affection moſt pleaſant foz his toth, 


When Parents haue moze care how to leaue their childꝛen

Filh, iwalloweth the delicateſt baite, that the higheſt ſoaring 
Yawke traineth to the lure, and that the wittiell bzaine is en⸗ 
utigled with the ſuddaine view of alluring vanities. Heere he 
wanted ns companions, which courted him continually with 
ſundꝛy kindes of dentſcs, whereby they might ſoake his purſe to 
reape commoditie, 02 ſcoth his perſon to winne credite: foz hee 
bad gueſts and companions of all ſosts. 

There frequented to his lodging, as wel the Spider fo ſuck 
poyſon of his fine wit, as the Bee to gather Honnie: as wel the 
Dꝛone as the Doue: the Fore as the Lambe: as well Damo- 
cles to betrap him, as Damon fo be true to him. Vet he behaued 
himſelfe ſo warilie, that he ſingled his game wiſely. Yee could 
eafily diſcerne Apollos muſick from Pan his pype , and Venus 
beautte from Iunoes bzanerte , and the faith of Lælyus from 
the flatterie of Ariſtippus: he welcommed all, he truſted none, 
he was merry, but pet ſo warie, that neither the flatterer could 
take aduantage ts entrap him in his talke, noz the wiſeſt anie 
aſſuraunce of his friendſhip: Mho beeing demaunde d of ene 
what Country-man hee was, her aunſwered, what Country» 
man am J not: It J be in Creet, J can lpe, it in Greece, {can 
ſhyft: if in Italy, J can court it: If thou aſke whoſe Sonne J 
am, J aſke thee whoſe Senne Jam not. J can carcuſe with 
Alexander, abſtaine with Romulus, eate with the Cpicure,fait 
with the Stoke, Nleepe with Endimion , watch with Cluihp- 
pus, vling theſe ſpeeches and other lite. 

An olde Gentleman in Naples, ſeeing his pꝛegnant wit, his

fozme 2 Vee that will carry a Bull with Milo, muſt vſe to car- 
rie him a Calf? alſo; hee that caueteth to haue a ſtraight tree, 
muſt not bow him being a twig, 

The Potter faſhioneth his clay when it is ſoft, and the Spar⸗ 
row is taught to come when he is poung : As thercfoze the yzon 
beeing hote, rec eiueth any fozme with the ſtroke of the Ham⸗ 
mer, and keepeth it beeing cold foz eucr, ſo the tender witte of 


. chylde, ik with diligence it bee inſtructed in youth , will with 


induſtrie vſe thoſe qualities in age, They might alſo haue ta- 
ken example of the wiſe Huſbandman, who in the fatteſt and 


molt fertill ground, ſoweth Pempe befoze Wheate , a graine

that dꝛyeth vp the ſuperfluous moyſture, and maketh the ſoyle 
moꝛe apt fo2 Cozne : 02 of good Gardeners, who in their curi⸗ 
ous Knots mire Jſope with Time, as ayders the one to the 
other, the one beeing d2y,the other moyſt: oz of cunning Pain- 
ters, who foz they2 whiteſt wozke calt the blackeft ground, to 
make the picture moze amiable. 

Af therefoze thy Father had bene as wiſe a Pulband⸗ man 
as hee was a foꝛtunate Yuſband, oz thy P other as good a huſ⸗ 
wife, as ſhee was a happy Wife : if they had beene both as good 


Gardeners to kepe thepꝛ knot, as they were grafters to bzing 


foꝛth ſuch fruite: 02 as cunning Painters as they were happie 


Parents, no doubt they had ſowed Vempe befoze Wheatezthat 


is, diſtipline befoze affection ; they had ſet Jſop with Time, that 
is, manners with wit, the one to apde the ether: andto make 
thy derteritie moze , they had caſt a blacke grounde ſoꝛ theyz 
white wozke : that is, they had mixed threats with faire lokes. 
But things paſt, are paſt calling againe: it is too late to ſhutts 
the Stable dooze when the Steed is ſtolne: the Troyans repen⸗ 
ted fa late when they2z Towne was ſpopled: pet the remem⸗ 
beraunce of their fozmer follies, might bꝛeed in the a remozſe 
of conſcience, and bee a remedy againlt further concupiſcence. 
But now to thy pꝛeſent time. 

The Lacedemonians were wont to chewe they; childzen 
dzunken men, and other wicked men, that by ſecing theyz 
filth, they might ſhunne the like fault , and auoyde ſuch vices 
when they were at the like fate. The Perſians to make they; 
youth abhoꝛre glutfony, would paint an Epicure, ſleeping with 
his meate in his mouth, and hozriblie oucr-laden with Nine, 
that by the vie we of ſuch monſtrous ſights, they might eſchus 
the meanes of the like cxcefſe. The Parthians to cauſe theyz 
youth fo loathe the alluring trapnes of Womens wiles and de⸗ 
ceitfull inticements, had moſt curiouſlp carued in their houſes 
a young man blinde, beſides whom was adioyneda Woman ſo 
erquifite, that in ſome mens iudgement, Pigmalions Image 
was not halfe ſo excellent, hauing one hande in his pocket, as 


noting her thelt, and ne a knife in the other hand to cut his

thꝛoat. It the light of (ach vglie ſhapes cauſeda loathing or the 
like ſinnes, then my good Fuphues, conſider they2 plight, and 
beware of thine owne perrill. Thon art here in Naples a young 
ſoiourner, J an old Senioꝛ: thou a ſtranger, J a Cittizen: thou 
ſecure, doubting no miſhap, I ſoztowfull dꝛeading thy mil-foz- 
tune. Bere maiſt thou ſee that which J ſigh to ſee: dꝛunken 
ſottes wallowing in euer y toꝛner, in euery Chamber, pea, in 
euer Channell, tere mapſt thou behold that which J cannet 
without bluſhing behold, noz without blubbering vtter: theſe 
whole bellies be therꝛ Gods, who offer theyꝛ goods a ſacrifice 
to they? guttes : Who lleepe withmeate in their mouthes, with 
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pea,here Euphues maiſt thou ſe, not the carued viſard ot a lewd 
WMcman, but the incarnate viſage of a laſciuious wanton : not 
the, ſhadow of loue, but the ſubſtance cfluſt, My hart melteth 
in dꝛops of blood, to ſee an Harlot with the one hand rob ſo mas 
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art here amidſt the pykes, betwene Scylla and Carybdis, ready 
ik thou ſhunne Syrces, to ſinck into Semplilegades. Let the La- 
cedemonian, the Perſian, the Parthian, yea, the Neapoliran, 
canſe the rather to deteft ſuch villanie at the fight and view of 
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. - remembzance of others faultes, then by repenfance of thyne 


harmes do make moſt warie? 

But thou wilt happily ſap, that although there bee ma⸗ 
nie thinges in Naples to bee iuſtly condemned, vet are there 
ſome things ol neceſſity to be commended ; and as thy wil doth 
leane fo the one, ſo thy wit would alſo emb2ace the other. Alas 
Euphues, by how much the moꝛe J ſee the high climbing of thy 
capacitte, by ſo much the moze J feare thy fall. The fine Chꝛi⸗ 
{fall is ſooner crazed then the hard Marble: the greeneſt Bech 
burneth faſter then the dzycſt Dake : the faireſt lke is ſooneſt

theyz vanitie. Js it not farce better to abhoꝛre ſinnes by the 
owne follies?

ſon infecteth the whole tunne of ine: one leafe of Coſoqum-

Diſcend into thine owne conſcieence, and conſider with thy 


elfe the great difference betweene ſtaring and ſtarke blind, wit 


and wiſedom, loue and luſt: be merry, but with modeſtic : be 
ſober, but not too ſullen : be valiant, but not tw ventrvus. Let 


thy atty2e be comly, but not coſtly : thy dpet wholſome, but not 


exceſſiue: vſe paſtime as the wozd impoꝛteth, to paſſe the time 


in honeſt recreation. Miſtruſt no man without cauſe, nepther 


be thou credulons without pꝛoofe: be not light to follow euery 


mans opinion, noꝛ obſtinate to ſtande in thine owne conceit. 


Scrue God, loue God, feare God, and God will ſo bleſſe ther, 
as epther thy hart can with, oz thy friends deſire; and ſo J end 


my counſel, beſeching the to begin to follow it. Thys old Gen 
tleman hauing ſiniſhed his diſcourſe , Fuphues vegay to ſhape 


bim an aunſwere in thys ſozt. 

Father and friend, (your age ſheweth the one, your honeſty 
the other) J am nepther ſo ſuſpitious to miſtruſt pour god will, 
noꝛ ſo ſottiſh to miſlike pour good counſaile, as J am therefoze 


to thanke you foꝛ the firſt, ſo it ſtands mee vpon to thinke better 


of the latter: J meane not to cauili with you as one loning So⸗ 
phiſtrie, nepther to controle you,as one hauing ſuperiozitie, the 
one would bꝛing my talke into the ſuſpition of fraude, the other 


conuince mer offolly. Whereas you argue J knowe not vpon 
what pꝛobabilities, but ſure J am vpon no pꝛoft, that my bꝛing⸗

ned to vſe neither of them, knowing either of them to bzerde ol⸗

Either-Euphucs and Pinlautus ſtoode in need of friendlhip, 
o2 were oꝛdained to be friends, vpon ſo ſhozt warning to make 
ſo fine a concluſion, might ſeeme in mine opinion, if it tontinu⸗ 
ed, miraculous : if ſhaken off, ridiculous, But after many ems 
bꝛacings and pꝛoteſtations one to another, they walkt to din⸗ 
ner, where they wanted neither meate, neither mucke, nei⸗ 
ther ante other paſtime: and hauing banquetted, to digeſt their 
ſweet confections, they daunced all that after-noone : they vſcd 
not onelie one boozd, but one bedde, one boke, ( if ſo be it they 
thought not one to manie.) Their friendſhip augmented euery 
day, inſomuch that the one could not refraine the companie of 


the other, one minute: all things went in common bctwecne 
them, which all men accounted tommendable. 


Philautus being a Zovne-bozne Childe, both foꝛ his owne 
conntenaunce, and the great countenaunce which his Father 
had while he liued, crept infocredite with Don Ferardo ene

It happened that Don Ferardo had occaſion to goe to Ve- 
nice, about certaine of his owne affaires, leauing his daughter

friend Philautus, with all kindes of delights and delicates, re⸗ 
ſeruing onely her honeſtie, as the chiefe ſtay of her honoz. Her 


Father beeing gone, ſhee ſent foz her friende to Supper , who 


came not as he was accuſtomed ſolitarilie alone, but accompas 
nied with his friend Euphues. The Gentlewoman , whether 
it were foz nicenefſe, oz fo niggardneſſe of curteſie, gaue him 
ſuch a cold welcome, that he repented that he was come, 
Euphues though he knewe himſelfe wozthie euerie way to 
haue a good countenaunce, vet could hee not perceiue her wil⸗ 
ling ante way to lende him a friendly looke. Yet leaſt he ſhculd 
ſeeme to want ieſtures, o2 to be daſhed out of conceit with her 
coy countenaunce, he addꝛeſſed him to a Gentlewoman called

Liuia is a wench of moꝛe wit than beauty, Lus 
ciila of moze beauty then wit, voth of moꝛe honeſty, than honor; , 
and yet both of ſuch honour, as in all Naples there is not one in 
birth to be compared with any ol them: howe much therefoze 
haue we to reioyce in our choyſe, Teuc hing our acteſſe, be than 
ſecure, X ſhall flap Ferartlo in the mouth with ſome conceit, an 
ill his old head fo full et new fables, that thou ſhalt rather b 
carncftly intreated to repaire to his houſe, than cuill intreated 
to leaue it. As alde men are very ſuſpitious to miſtruſt euery 
thing, ſo are they very terdulous to belerue any thing, the blind 
man doth eate many a flye: yea; but fayde Euphues take herde 
my Philautus, that thou thy ſelfe wolle w not a Gudgen, which 

woꝛd Philautus did nat marke, vntill he had almoſt digeſfed it. 
But ſayde Euphues, let vs goe devoutly to the ſh2ine of dur 
Saints, there to offer our deuotion: foz my Bokes teach me, 
that ſuch a wound muſt be healed where it was firſt hurt, and 
foz this? diſeaſe we will vſe a common remedy ,. buf pet tomſoz⸗ 
table. The exe that blinded ther, ſhall make thee ſe, the Scoz⸗ 
pion that ſtung thee, ſhall heale the , à ſharpe ſoze hath a ſhozt 
cure, let vs goe: tothe which Euplues conſented willinglie, 
ſmyling to himſelfe, to ſc how he ha bꝛought Philaucus into a 
fooles Paradice. 

Vere you may ſ& Gentlemen, the falſchoed in fellowſhip, 
the fraude tn fricndlhippe , the paynted ſheath with the leaden 
Dagger, the faire woꝛds that make foles faine: but 3 will not 
trouble you with ſupcrfiucus addition, vnto whom J feare me 
J haue been tedious with the bare diltourle of this Hiſtoꝛp. 

Philautus & Euphues repaired tothe houſe of Ferardo, wher L 
they found Miſtres Lucilla and Lima atcompanit d with other 
Gentlewomen , neyther beeing idle, noꝛ well employed, but 
playing at Cardes But when Luciila beheld Euphues, ſhee 
would ſcarcelie confayne her ſelfe from embꝛacing him, had 
not womanly ſanualtnelſe, and Philautus * pꝛeſence, ay

ed dher wiſedome , Euphues on the other ſide was allen into 
ſuch a traunce, that he had not the power tither to ſuct out him⸗ 
ſelfe, oꝛ ſalute the Gentlewemen. At the laft Lucilla began as 
one that beſt might be bold, on this manner, 

Gentleman, although your leng abſence gaut me occaſion fo 
think vou diſlike d your laſt entertamment, vet your comming at 
the laſt, hath cut off my fozmer ſuſpition, e by ſo muchthemozs _ 
you are welcom,by how much the moze you are wilhed foz. But 
vou Gentleman, (taking Euphues by the hand) were the rather 
wiſhed oz, foz that pour diſcourſe being left vaperfect,cauſed'vs 
all to long (as women are wont ſoz things that like them) to 
haue an end therof, Tinto whom Philautus reptiedas followeth. 

Miſtres Lucilla, though your curfefie made vs nothing to 
doubt of our welcome, pet modeſtie cauſed vs to pinch curteſie, 
who ſhould firſt come: as foz my friend, J thinke he was neuer 
wiſhed foꝛ herre ſo earneſtly ofany as o himſelfe, whether it 
might be to renue his talk, oꝛ recant his ſayings, 3 canndt tell. 
Euphues taking the tale out of Philautus mouth, aunſwered. 
Piſtres Lucilla, to recant vereties were hereie, and to reuue 
the pꝛapſes of womens flattery : the onely cauſe J wiſhed my 
ſelfe here , was to giue thanks foz ſo good entertainment, the 
which J could no waies deſerue, and tob2eeda greater acquain⸗ 
tance it᷑ it might be to make amends, Lucilla inſtamed with his 
pꝛeſence, {ayd: Nay Ephues you ſhall not eſtape ſo, foꝝ if my 
curteſte; as you ſay, were the cauſe of your comming, let it alſo 
be the occaſion of the ending of your foꝛmer diſcourfe,otherwiſe 
I ſhall 5127 your pꝛofe naked, and vou ſhall find my reward 
nothing. Fuphues row as willing te obey, as ſhe focommand, 
addꝛeſſed hymlelfe to a farther concluſion , who ſeing all the 
Gentlewomen ready to giue him the hearing, p2ocecded as fols 
loweth. J haue not pet foꝛgotten that my laſt talke with theſe 
Gentle women tended to their pꝛayles, and therefoze the ende 
mult ty vp the tuft pꝛofe: otherwiſe, J ſhould ſet down Venus 
ſhadowe without the liuely ſubſtance. 

As there is no one thing which can bee reckoned , eyther 
concerning loue os loyaltye, where Women doe not excell 
F 2 men,

men, vet in feruentie aboue all others, they ſo far exceede, that 
men are lyker to meruaile at them, than to imitate them, and 
readier to laugh at their vertues, than imitate them. Foz as 
they be hard to be wonne, without tr vall of great faith: ſs are 
they hard to be loſt, without great cauſe ot fickleneſſe. It is long 
befo2e the cold water ſæth, yet being once hot, it is long befoꝛe 
it becoled : It is long befoze Salt come to his (altneſſe, but be⸗ 
ing once ſeaſoned, it neuer loſeth his ſauour. 

J, fo2 mine owne part am bꝛought into a Paradice , by the 
only imagination of womens vertues: and were J perſwaded, 
that all the diuels in hell were women, J would neuer line de⸗ 
uoutly to inherit heauen: oz that they were all Saints in hca- 
uen, J would liue moze ſtrialy, foꝛ feare of hell. What could 
Adam haue done in his Paradice befs2e his fall, without a wo- 
man: Oꝛ how could he haue riſen againe after his fall, without 
a woman: Artificers are wont in their laſt woꝛkes to extell 
themſelues, yea, God when he had made all things, at the laſt 
made man as moſt perfect , thinking nothing could be framed 
moze excellent, yet after him he created a woman, the expꝛelle 
Image ofeternitie, the linely picture of Nature, the only ſtele 
glaſſe foz man to beholde his inſirmities, by comparing them 
with womens perfections. Are they not moze gentle, moꝛe wit⸗ 
ty, moze beautifull, than men:? Are not men ſobewitched with 
their qualities, that they become mad fo2 loue , and women ſd 
wiſe, that they do deteſt luſt, | | 

J am entred into ſo large a field, that J ſhall ſooner want 
time than pꝛwfe, and ſo clop vou with varie tie of Phꝛaſcs, that 
I feare me J am like toinfect women with pꝛide, which pet 
they haue not, and men with ſpite, which pet J would not. Foz 


as the Yozſe if he knew his owne ſtrength, were no wayes to 


be b2idled, oz the Unicozne his owne vertue, were neuer to be 
caught: fo women, it they knew what excellency were in them, 
A feare me men ſhould neuer win them to their wils, oz weane 
them from their mind. |

Foꝛ as the Hop, the pols being neuer ſo high, groweth to 
the ende, oz as the dy Beech kindicdat the rot, neuer leaueth 
vntill it come to the top: oꝛ as one d20p of popſon diſpearſeth it 
ſelke into every vaine: ſo affedion hauiug caught holde of my 
heart, and the ſparks of loue kindled my lyuer, will ſodainlie, 
though ſecretly, flame vp into my head, and ſpꝛead it ſelfe into 
eucry ſinne w. It is pour beauty (pardon my abzupt boldneſſe)

rant in his dealings, Vut as the true gold is tried by the touch,

And the pure flint by the ſtroke of the y2on ;(o the loyall heart of 


the woes 0h loner , is knowne by the triall of his Lady: ofthe 


which triall (Luci!la) if you ſhall account Euphues woꝛthp, af 


ſure pour ſelfe he wilt be as ready to offer himſelſe a Dacrifice 


foz your ſwet ſake, as your ſelte ſhall be willing to imploy him 


in pour ſeruice. Heither doth he deũre to be truited aux wap, 


vntill he ſhall be tried every way: neither doth he craue credit 
at the firſt, but a god countenance , till time his defire ſhall be 
made manifeſt by his deſerts, Thus not blinde by light affec⸗ 


tion, but dazled with your rare perfection, ans boldned by pour

Is it then like that kuphues will be faithful! to Luci, Leing 
in Naples but a ſoiourner: J haue not pet foꝛgotten the muec⸗ 
tiue, (JF cannot otherwiſe terme it) which thou made ſt a gaintt 
beauty ſaying: it was a dec eittull batte with a deadly hebe, and 
a (wert poyſon in a painted pot, Cant thou then be fo v Hiſe to 
ſwollow the bait which will bꝛerd thy bane?

on his head. J meane ſo to moztifie my ſelfe, that in ſteede of 
Hilkrs, J will weare Hackcloth: foz A ches and Bꝛacelcts,

But pet J am not lo ſencelefſc, altogether fo reiect your ſer⸗ 
uice : which if J were certainly aſſured to pzoceede of a ſimple 
mind, it ſhould not receiue ſo ſimple a reward. And what grea⸗ 
ter triall ſhall J haue of thy ſimplicitie and truth, then thine 
owne requeſt, which deſireth a triall, J, but in the coldeſt flint 
there is hot fire, the Ber that hath honnep in her mcuth, hath a 
ſting in her taile: the Zre that beareth the ſweteft fruit, hath 
a ſower ſap: yea, the woꝛds of men, though they ſame ſmoth 
as Oyle, yet their harts are as croked as the ſtalke of Juie, J 
would not Fuphucs that thou ſhouldeſt condemne me of rigcur,

Af 4 ſhould of- g 
fend in the one J were to bold, if in the other to beaftly, 
Well then Euphues (fayde thee) fo it is, that foz the hope 
that J conceive ok thy lopaltie, and the happy lucteſſe that is 
like to enſue ef this our love, q am tontent to peeld thee the plate

$:zpden , neither can there any iarres kindle betwene them, 
where the minds be io vnited, neither anytealouſte ariſe, wherg 
lone hath ſo long been ſetled  Aherfoze Lucilla, to the end the

Euphues gaue the onſet: J, but Lucilla gaue the eccaſion : I, but 
Fuphues firſt bzake his mind: J, but Lucilla firſt be wꝛaied her 
meaning. Tuſh, why goe J about to excuſe any ot them, ſeeing 
J haue tuft tauſe to accuſe them both. Neyther ought à to diſ⸗ 
pute which ol them hath pꝛofered me the greateſt villanie, ſith 
that eyther of them hath committed periurie , Pet although 
they haue found mer dull in perceining they? falſehoode, they 
ſhall not finde mir flacke in reuenging thepz follie , As foz 
Lucilla, ſeing J meane altogether to fozget her, I meane alſo 
to foꝛgiue her, leaſt in ſeeking meanes to be reuenged, mine 
olde deſire to be renued. 

Plulautus hauing thus diſcourſed with himlelke J began to 
weite to Euphues as followeth,

Remember this, that yet there hath neuer bene any faithleſſe 
to his friend, that hath not alſo bene kruitle lle to his God. But 
J way the te echerie the leſſe, in that it comme th froma Gre- 
cian, in whem is no truth. Though J be tw weaketo wꝛaftle 
loʒ a reuenge, vet God, who per mitteth no guile to be guiltleſſe, 
will ſboꝛtlie requite this imurie: though Ehilautus haue no po⸗ 
licie to uvndermine ther, vet thing ewne pzactiſes ſhall be ſul⸗ 
fictent toouer-thzow ther.

At to lee me, why voſt thou flinch at the 
laſt 2 If the arched bands of amitte did delight the, why didit 
thou bzeate them: If thep diſlike ther, why didit thou pzayſe 
them: Doeſt thou not know — a per kea friend ſhould be like 
the Glalle⸗woꝛme, which chineth moſt bꝛight in the darke, oz 
like the pure Frankenlence, Which ſmelleth moſt ſweet when 
it is in the fire? oꝛ at the leattʒ net vnlike tothe damaſke Roſe, 
which is werter in the Still, then on the Kalk 2 But thou Eu- 
phues, bolt rather reſemble the Swallow, which in the Bom⸗ 
mer creepeth vnder the eues ofcucry honſe, and in the Winter 
leaueth nothing but durt behind her: oꝛ the Humble Bee, which 
hauing ſucked Boney out ol the faire flower doth leaue it, and 
loath it:oʒ the Spider which in the finclt web deth hang the fats 
reſt Flie?

what it is to be deceiued, then J haning conquered che, thould

Deing therfoze there can no greater reuenge light vpon thee, 

then that as thou haſt reaped where another hath ſowne, ſo ana⸗ 
ther may thꝛeſh that which thou halt reaped: J will pzaythat. 
thou maieſt be meaſured vnto with the like mcaſure that thou 
haſt ＋ others: that is, as thou halt thought it no con⸗ 


ſcience to betraꝝ me, ſo ethers may deeme it no diſhoneſty to de⸗ 
ctiue thee : that as Lucilla made it alight matter to ſoꝛſwear her 
old friend Hlilautus, ſo ſhe may make it a mocke to foꝛſahe her 
new Pherre Euphues. Which ik it come to paſſe, as it is like by! 
my . the ſhalt thou ſte the troubles, t fle the toꝛments 
which thou qi already thꝛowne into the harts t epes of others. 


Thus hoping ſhoztlie ta ſe the as hopeleſſe, as my ſelft is 
haplefe, J with my wiſh were as effecually ended, as it is har⸗ 
tilie loked 805. And ſe J leaue thee,

dilie to Ebuphues, went into the fieldes to walke there, eyther 
to diſgeſt n oʒ che we vpon his melancholly. But Eu- 
plues hauing reade the contentes, was well content, ſetting 
his talke at naught, and aunſwered his tauntes in the le gv⸗ 
bing tearmes. | 


Remember Phiſautus, howe valiantlie Aiax boaſted in the 
feats of armes, yet Villes bare away the armour : Fit may 
be, that * gh thou crake or thine owne courage, thou maiſt

eaſllie loſe the conqueſt, Doeſt thou thinke Fuphues ſuch a da⸗ 
ſtard, that he is not able to withſtand thy courage, 02 ſuch a dul⸗ 
lard that he cannot deſcrie thy craft. Alaſſe god ſoule, it fareth 
with thee as with the Henne, which when the Puttocke hath 
caught her chicken , beginneth to cackle, and thou hauing loſt 
thy Louer, be ginneſt to pꝛattle. Zufh Philautus, J am in this 
point of Euripides his mind, who thinks it law full foz the deftire 
of a kingdome to tranſgrefſe the bounds of honeſtie, and foz the 
loue of a Lady, to violate and bzeake the bonds of amitie.

Doth net Diuts 
nitie tondenme it it be not faithfully conſtrued 7 Is not poyſon 
taken ont ofthe Yony-ſuckle by the Spider, venome out of the 
URofe by the Canker, dung out ofthe $aple-tra by the Meoꝛpi⸗ 
on: CEuen ſo, the greateſt wickednes is dꝛalune ont of the grea⸗ 
teſt wit, if it be abuſed by will, 03 entangled with the wo: d, 
52 inneigled with women. But ſcting A ſe mine owne impie⸗ 
tie, J will indeuour my ſelfe to amen all that is gaſt, and to be 
a mpꝛrour of godlineſſe hertafter. Tho Roſe; thoudh a little 
it be eaten with the Canker, yet being diſtilied, peeldeth ſuret 
water: the yzon , though fietfed with ruſt, pet being hurnt in 
the fire”, chineth bꝛight: and wit, although it hath hene eaten 
with the Canker ol his owne conccit, aud fettered with the ruſt 
of vaine loue, vet breing purificd intheſtiil of wiſedome, and 
tried in the fire of32ale, will ſhine baight, and imell [warte, in 
the noſethꝛils of potmg Mouices.

Fuphues haning thus debated with himſelfe, went to his 
bed, there either with lleepe to deceiue his fancie , 02 with mu⸗ 
ſig to renue his ill foztune , oꝛ recant his old follics. But it 
happened immediatlie Fer ardo to returne home, who hearing 
this ſtraunge cuent, was not a little amazed, and was nowe 
moꝛe readie to exhoꝛt Lucilla from the loue of Curio, then befoze 
to the lyking of Philautus. Thtrefoze in all haſt with watrie 
eyes, and a wofull hart, began on this manner to reaſon with 
his daughter, 4. 

Luucilla, (Daughter Jam aſhamed to call the, ſæing thou 
haſt neither care of thy Fathers tender affruion, no2 of thine 
owne credite) what ſpirit hath inchaunted thy ſpirit, that cuery 
minute thou altereft thy mind2 J thought that my hoarie haires 
ould haue found comfozt by thy golden leckes, and my rotten 
age great eaſe, by thy ripe peares: but alaCe, J ſe in the nep⸗ 

ther wit to oꝛder thy doings, neither will to frame thy (clfe to 
diſcretion, neither the nature of a child, neither the nature of a 
maiden,neither (cannot without teares ſpeake it) any regard 
to thins honour, neither any care of thinc honeſtie. 1 

Jam now enfozcedtoremember thy Pethers death, w 
A think was a P2opheteſſe in her life: foz oftentimes the would 
ſay, that thou havbcſt moze beautie , then was conuenient fog 
one that ſhould be honeſt, and moze cockering then was miete 
fo; one that ſhould be a Patron. 

Would J had neuer liued to be Co olde, oz thou to be ſo obllt- 

nate, eyther would J had died in my youth in the Court, oꝛ thou 
in thy cradle : J wold to Cod that either J had neuer been bozn, 

02 thou neuer bed : Is this the comfozt that the Parent rea- 

peth fo2 all his care? Js obſtinacie payed foz obedience : ſtub⸗ 
burneſſe rendered fo2 dutie 4 malitious deſperatneſſe foz filiall 
keare? Jperceiue nos that the wiſe Painter ſawe moze then 
the folifh Parent can, who painted loue going downward, ſay⸗ 
ing: it might well deſcend, but aſcend it tould neuer. Danaus, 

whom they repeꝛt to be the Father of fiftie Childꝛen, had a⸗ 

mong them all, but one that diſobcyed him in a thing moſt diſho- 
neſt: but J that am Father to one moze then J would be, al- 
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Euphuc s. 


though one be all, haue that one moſt diſobebient to me in a re⸗ 
quctt lawfull and reaſonable. Af Danaus, ſeeing but ene of his 
Daughters without awe, became hiniclfe without mercie, 
what ſhall Fe rardo doe in this caſc, who hath one and all, moſt 
vnnaturall to him in a moſt tuft cauſe: Shall Curio eniop the 
fruite of my trauailes, patle ſſe the benetit of my labours, inhe⸗ 
rite the patrimonie of mine aunceffcrs, who hath neither wilc⸗ 
dome to increaſe them, noz wit to lieepe them. 

Milt thou Lucia, beſtow thy ſelfe on {ach a one, as Hath 
neither tomlinelle in his bodie, noz knowledge in his minde, 
noꝛ credite in his Tountrie? Oh J would thon haddeſt epther 
beene euer faithfull to Philaveus, oꝛ neuer faithlcffe to Fuphu- 
es, 02 woulde thou weuldeit bee molt fickle to Curio. £8 thy 
beautie hath made thee the blaze of Italie, fo will thy light⸗ 
neſſe make thee the by-wo2de of the woꝛlde. © Luc a, Lucii- 
la, woulde thou waſt lee faire and moꝛe foꝛtunate, eythcr of 
lefe honour o) greater hencftte, eyth r better nunded c ſone 
buried. 

Shall thine olde Father line to ſee thee match with a poung 
foole? Shall mp kinde Hart bee rewarded with ſuch untinde 
hate: Ah Lucia thou knowelt not the care of a Father, noz 
the dutie of a Childe, and as far thou art from pietie, as I from 
crueltie. Nature will not permit mee to diſherite my Ocughs 
ter, and pet it will ſuffer thee to diſhondur thy Father, titers 
on cauſeth ma to wilh thy life, and ſhall it rntice thee to pꝛo⸗ 
cure my death? It is mine onelie tomfoꝛt to ſee thee ſlouriih in 
thy youth, and it is thine to ſe mee fave in mine age, To con⸗ 
tlude, J deſire to line to ſee the pꝛoſper, and theu to ſi mee per⸗ 
riſh. But why calt J the cffect of this vunaturalncſſe in thy 
teeth, ſretng Imp ſelle was the cauſe 2 J made thee a woman, 
andthou haſt made me a foole : J bꝛought thee vp like a Cecks 
ney, and thou haſt handledine like a Cochſcombe (J ſpealtc it 
to myne ownc ſhame ) J made moze ofthee then became a Fa⸗ 
ther, and thou leffe of me then beſamed a child, And thail my 
louing care be cauſe of thy wicked crueltte ? Yea, yea, J am

__ emell Lucilla, the teares which thou ſat trickle downe mp 
chiekes, and my dꝛops of blood (which thou canſt not ſee ) that 
fall from my hact,cnfozce me to make an end of my talke: and 
ik thou haue any dutie of a childe, oꝛ care of a friende,o2 curtefic 
of a ſtranger, 02 feeling of a Chꝛiſtian, oz humilitie of a reaſo⸗ 
nable creature, then rcleaſe thy Father of griefe, and acquite 
thy ſelke of vagratefulneſſe ;: Other wiſe ther ſhalt but hallen 

my death, and increaſe thine owne defame. UWhich iftheu do, 
the gaine is mine, and the loſſe thine, and both infinite, 

Lucilla epther ſo bewitched that ſhee coulde not relent, oꝛ ſo 
wicked, that ſhe would not peeld to her Fathers requeſt, aun- 
ſwered him on this manner. 

Deere Father, as pou would haue mee to ſhew the dutic of 
a childe, ſo yon ought to ſhewe the care of a Parent, foꝛ as the

Yeu obicd J 
know not what to Curio, but it is the eye of the Maiſter that

| To giue reaſon fo2 fancic, were to weigh the fire , and 

meaſure the winde. Jf therefoze nip delight bee the cauſe of 
your death, J thinke my ſoꝛrowe would be an occaſion cf your 
ſolace, And if vou be angrie becauſe J am picaſed , certes J 
deeme you would be content if J were dectaſed: which if it be 
ſo, that my pleaſure bꝛeede your paine, and mine annoie your 
top, I may well ſai that you are an vnkinde Father, and 3 an 
vnkoꝛtunate child.

Fe rardo ſcing his Daughter to haue neither regarde cf her 
honour noꝛ his requeſt, conceiued ſuch an inward gricfe,that in 
ſhoꝛt ſpace he died, leauing Luc illa the onely heire of his lands, 
and Cui io to poſſeſſe them, but what end came of her, (retng it 
is nothing incident to the hiſtoꝛp of Euphues, it were ſuperfiu- 
ous to inſert it, and ſo incredible, that all women would rather 
wonder at it, then beleeue it: which cuent being ſo range, 4 
had rather leaue them in amuſe what it ſheulde bee, then in a 
maze in telling what it was. 

Plulaurus hauing intelligence of Euphnes his ſucceſſe , and 
the falſhod of Luci, although he began to retopce at the miſe⸗ 
rie of his fellow, pet ſeeing her ficklencs, could not but lament 
her folly, and pittie his friends miſ-foztune. Thinking that the 
lIightnc Cle of Lucilla entiſed Euphues fo ſo great liking. 

Euphues and Philautus having conference betweene them- 
ſelues, caſting diſcurteſie in the feetheach to the other, but 
chiefly noting dilloialty in the demeancur of Luciila, after much 
talke, renued their olde frientſhip, both abantoning Lucilla as 
moſt abhominable. 

Plulautus was earneſt to haue Euphues tarry in Naples, and 
Euphues deſirous to haue Plulautus to Athens, łut the ene was 
ſo addicted to the Court, the other ſo wedded to the Uniuerſitie, 
that each refuſed the offer of the other: pet this they agreed be⸗ 
tweene themſelues, that though their bodies were by diſtance 
of place ſeuered, pet the contunction of theyꝛ minds, ſhould ne⸗ 
uer be ſeperated by the length of time, oz allienated by change 
of ſoyle. J foz my part ſaide Euphues, to confirme this league, 
giue thee my hand and mp hart, and ſo likewiſe did U Inlautue, 
and ſo ſhaking hands, they did bid each other farewell. 

Euphues to the intent hee might baidle the ouer⸗laſhing af- 
fections of Philautus, conueied into his Studie a certaine Pam⸗ 
phlet, which he tearmed, 4 cooling Card ſoz Philautus. pet ge- 
nerally to be applyed to all Louers, which J haue inſerted as 
followeth,

it will kindle iealouſie: if one that is foule, it will tenuert mee

The lender twig groweth to a ſtately tree, and that which 
with the hand might eaſily haue bene pulled vp, will hardlie 
with the Are be hewen downe. The leaſt ſpar ke if it bee not 
quenched will burſt into a flame, the leaſt Moath in time ea⸗ 
teth the thickeſt cloth: and J haue read, that in a ſhozt ſpace, 
there was a Towne in Spaine 1 with Cennics, in 
Theſlalia with Moules, "with Frogs in Fraunce, in &ttrica 
with Flyes. Ik theſe ſillie woꝛmes in tract of times ouerthꝛe 
ſo ſtately Townes, how much moze will loue, which creepety 
ſecretly into the minde, (as the ruſt doth into the yzon, and is 
not perceiued) conſtime the body, yea and confounde the ſoule. 
Defer not from howꝛe to dap, from day to month, from month 
to pere, and alwaies remaine in miſerp. Be that to day is not 
willing, will to moꝛrow be moze wilfull, But alas it is moze 
common then lamentable, to behold the tottering eſtate of Lo⸗ 
uers, who think by delayes to pzcuent dangers, with Dvle to 
quench fire, with ſmoake to clære the eye-ſight , They flatter 
themlelues with a fainting farewell, deferring oner vntill to 
moꝛrow, when as their mozrow doth alwates increaſe thy ſoꝛ⸗ 


row. Let neither = amiable countenaunce, neither they: 
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hee to delaies. Thinke this with thy ſelſe, that the wert ſongs 
pf Caiplo, were ſubtile ſnares to entiſe Miles, that the Crab 
We cattheth the Dyer when the ſunne ſhincth: that Hycna 
hen the ſpeaneth like a man, deuiſeth meſt miſc hiefe, that wo⸗ 
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men whẽ they be molt ple aſant, pꝛetend moſt miſchiefe. Folew 
Alexanier, which hearing the ccmmendatien 4 ſingulcr cem- 
lines of y wife of Darius, ſo ccuragiouſiy withtood the aſiaults 
of fancie, that he wenld not ſo much as take a vit wol her beau⸗ 
tie. Imitate Cyrus, a Bing enducd with ſuch continencie, that 
5 he loathed to lone on the hiew of Panthea, and when Aratpus 
told him that ſhe cxceiled all moztall wights in amiable ſhe w, 
by ſo much the moe, ſaid Cyrus, A cncht to reframe frem her 
fight, foz if J follew thy counſatle in geing lo her, it map bee J 
ſhall deſire to continue with her, and by mp light affedion neg⸗ 
led my ſcrious affaies, Learne of Ronuus toabſtaine frem 
wine, be it neuer ſo delicate, of Ageſlaus to dt ſpiſe coſily aps 
par rell, be it neuer ſo curious: of Diogenes to dete ft Wemen,

Da that toucheth Pitch, ſhall be defiled , the ſoꝛe eye infec/ 
teth the ſound, the ſociclie with women, bꝛa deth lecuritie in the 
loule, and maketh all the fences, ſencecleſſe , Hoꝛzccuer, take 
this counſaile as an Article ofthy Ceed, which J meane tofcl-

Doth not moſſe grow on the 
ſ\motheit ſtone, if it be not ſtirred? Dothnet impietie infect the 
wiſeft wit, if if be giuen to idleneſſe? Js nqt the ſtanding wa- 
ter ſooner frozen then the running kreame 2 Js not he that ſit⸗ 
teth, moze ſubiect to lep then he that walketh? Doth not cem⸗ 
mon experience make this common vnto vs, that the fatteſt 
ground bꝛingeth fozth nothing but weedes if it be not well tyl⸗ 

led? that the ſharpeſt wit inclineth onely to wickednes if it bee 
not exerciſed? Is if not true which Seneca repozteth,that as too 
much bending bzcaketh the bow, ſo too much remillion ſpoileth 
the mind. 3B: ſides this, immoderate ſleepe, immode ſt play, vn⸗ 
ſatiable willing of Mine, doth ſo weaken the ſences and be- 
witch the ſoule, that befoze we feele the metion ol loue, we are 
reſolued to luſt. 

Eſchue idlenes my Phitautus, fo chalt thou eaſily vnbend the 
bowe, and quench the bꝛands ol Cupide. Lone giues place to 
labour, labour and thou ſhalt neuer loue. Cupide is a craftie 
childe, following thoſe at an inch that ſtudie pleaſure, and fly- 
ing thoſe ſwiftly that take paines. Bend thy minde to the law, 
whereby thou maiſt haue vnderſlanding of olde and auntient 
tuſtomes, defend thy Clients, enrich thy Cotfers, and carrie 
tredite in thy Tountrie. If Lawe ſeeme loathleme vnto thee, 
ſearch the ſecrets of Phiſick, whereby thou maiſt know the hid⸗ 
den nature of hearbs, whercby thou maiit gather p2ofit to thy 
purſe,and pleaſure to thy minde. What can be moꝛe exquiũte 
to humane affaires, then foz euerie feauer be it neuer ſo het, fo: 
euery palſie be it neuer ſo cold, foꝛ euery infection be it neuer ſo 
ſtrange, to giue a remedie? The olde verſe ſtandeth as vet in 
his olde vertue ; That Gallen giueth gods, luftunan honours, 
. thou be ſo nice, that thou canſt no way bzooke the p2actiſe of 

Wt: Phiſick, 
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Phinche, 02 ſo vnwiſe, that thou wilt not beate thy bꝛaines a⸗ 
bout the inſtituts of the Law, confer all thy ſtud ie, all thy time, 
all thy treaſure, to the attaining of the ſacrcd and ſincere know- 
ledge of Diuinitie. By this mailt thou bzidle thine inconti⸗ 
nencie, raine thy affections, reftraine thy luſt. Heere ſhalt thou 
behold as it were in a glaſſe, that all the glozy of man is as the 
graſſe, that all things vnder heauen are but vaine, that our life 
is but a ſhadow,a warfare, a pilgrimage, a vapour, a bubble, a 
blaſt : of (ach ſhoztnes, that Dauid ſaith, it is but a ſpanne long, 
of ſuch ſharpnes, that lob notcth it repleniſhed with many mi⸗ 
ſeries ; of ſuch vncertaintie, that wee are no ſconer bozne, but 
we are ſubiect to death: the one focte no ſooner on the grounde, 
but the other readie to flip into the graue. Heere ſhalt thou find 
eaſe fo; thy burthen of ſinne, comfozt foz thy conſcience pined 
with vanitie, mercie foz thine offences, by the martyzdome of 
thy Sautour, | 
Vy this thou ſhalt be able toinffruct thoſe that be weake, to 
confute thoſe that be obſtinate, to confounde thoſe that be erro- 
nious, to confirme the faithfull, to comfozt the deſpcrat,to cutte 
off the pꝛeſumptious, to ſaue thine owne ſoule by thy ſure faith, 
and evifie the harts of many by thy ſound doctrine, If this ſame 
to ſtraight a diet fa thy ſtrange diſeaſe, 02 to holy a pꝛofeſſion 
fo2 ſo hollow a perſon, then imploy thy ſelfe to martiall feates, 
to iuſts, to turneis, yea, to all toʒments, rather then to lopter in 
loue, and ſpend thy life in the laps of Ladies. What moze mon⸗ 
ſtrous can there be, then to ſœ a young man abuſe thoſe gyftes 
to his owne ſhame, which GD hath giuen him foz his owne 
p2eferment ? What greater infamie, then to confer the ſharpe 
wit to the making of lewde @onnets,to the idolatrous wozlhip- 
ping of their Ladies, to the vaine delights of fancie,to all kinde 
of vice, as it were againſt kind and courſe of nature? Js it not 
follie to ſhewe wit to women, which are neither able noz wil- 
king to receiue fruite thercof4 Daſt thou not knowe that the 
_ free Siluacenda, beareth no fruit in Pharo: that the Perſian trees 
in Rhodes, do onely ware greene, but neuer bzing fozth apple. 
Chat Amomus and Nardus wil onely grow in lodia, — 
1 eneip 
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onely in Siria, that in Rhodes no Eagle will builde herncf, na 
Dwle liue in Creet, no wit ſpꝛing in the will of women? Poz⸗ 
tifie therefoze thy affecions,and foꝛce not nature againſt nature 
to ſtriue in vaine. Goe into the Country, loke to thy goundes, 
poake thine Oxen, follow the Plough, graft thy treꝛs, beholde 
thy Cattell, and deuiſe with thy ſelfe how the increaſe of then 
may increaſe thy p2ofit, In Autumne pull thine Apples i in Ho⸗ 
mer pile thy harueſt, in the pꝛing trim thy Garden, in Min⸗ 
ter thy Mods, and thus beginning to delight to be a good Huſ⸗ 
band, thou ſhalt beginne to deteſt to be in loue with an idle hul⸗ 
wife ; when p2ofit ſhall begin fo fill thy purſe with golde, then 
pleaſure ſhall haue no fozce to deũle thy minde with loue. Foz 
honeſt recreation after thy toyle, vſe hunting o hawking, ey- 
ther rouze the Deare, oꝛ vnpearch the Pheſant, ſo ſhalt thou 
roote out the remembꝛance of thy fozmer lone, andrepent thee 
of ſuch fooltth luſt. 

And although thy tert hart binde thee by oath alwaies fo 
holde a candle at her ſhzine , and to offer thy deuotien to thine 
owne deftruction, yet goe, runne, flie into the Country, neyther 
water thou thy plants 1 in that thou departeſt from thy Pigges- 
nie, neither ſtand in a mammering whether it be beſt to depart 
02 not: but by how much the moze thou art willing to goe,by ſo 
much the moze haſten thy ſteps : neither faine fo2 thy ſelfe any 
leuelcfſe excuſe whereby thou maiſt tarry. Neither let raine 
no2 thunder, neither lightning noz tempeſt ſtay thy tourny,aad 
recken not with thy ſelfe how many miles thou hait gone, that 
ſheweth wearines, but how mante thou halt to goe , that pꝛo⸗ 
cureth manlineſſe. But foliſh and frantike Louers will deeme 
my pꝛecepts harde , and eſteeme my perſwaſions haggard: J 


muſt of fozce confeſſe, that it is a coꝛraſiue to the ſtomacke of a ik 


Louer, but a comfozt to a godly liuer, to run thꝛough a thouſand 
ptkes, to eſcape tenne thouſand perrils , @ower potions bzing 
ſound health, ſharpe purgations make ſhozt diſeaſes, and the 
Medicine the moꝛe bitter it is, the moze better it is in wozk⸗ 
ing.

You haue heard (Gentlemen) howe ſone the hotte deſire of 

Euphues was turned into a colde deuotion, not that fancte 
cauſed him to change, but that the ficklenes of Luc illa enfoꝛted 
him to alter his mind. Yauing therfoze determined with him⸗ 
ſelfe neuer againe to be entangled with ſuch fond delights, ac⸗ 
coꝛding to the appoyntment made with Philautus, he immedi⸗ 
atly repaired to Athens, there to follow his owne pꝛiuate ſtudy: 
and calling to mind his fozmer loſenes, and how in his youth 
he had miſpent his time, he thought to giue a caucat to all Pa⸗ 


rents how they might bꝛing vp their childzen in vertue, and a 


commaundement to all pouth, howe they ſhould frame them⸗ 
ſelues to their Fathers inſtructions: in which is plainly to be 
ſeene, what wit can and wil do if it be well empl oied, which dil⸗ 
courſe followeth: although it bzing leſſe pleaſure to your youth- 
full minds, then his firſt diſcourſe, pet will it bꝛing moze p2ofit: 
in the one being contained the race ofa Louer, in the other the 
reaſons of a Philoſopher,

ſome wit, of no ſmall acquaintance, pet haue J learned that by

experience, that J ſhould hardly haue ſeene by learning. J haue 


thꝛoughly lifted the diſpoſition of yeuth, wherein, J haue found 
moze bꝛan then meale, moze dowe then leauen, moꝛe rage, then 
reaſon. He that hath been burned, knoweth the foꝛce of the fire, 
he that hath been ſtong, remembzeth the ſmart or the @®cozpion, 
4 be 
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he that hath endured the bzunts offancie , knoweth beſt how to 
eſchue the bꝛoyles of affection . Let therefoze my counſaile be 
of ſuch authoꝛitie „it may commaund you to be ſcber , pour 
conuerſation of ſuch integritie , as it may encourage me to goe 
fo ward in that which J haue taken in hand: the whole effcc 
ſhall be fo ſet downe, a young man lo abſolute, as that nothing 
may be added to his further perfection, And although Plato hath 
ben ſo curious in his Common weale, Ariſtotle ſop2eciſe in 
his happre man, Tully ſo pure in his D2atoz, that we may well 
wiſh to fee them, but neuer haue any hope to inioy them, pet 
ſhall my young Impe be ſuch a one, as ſhall be perfect every 
wap, and pet common, il dilligence and induſtrie be employed 
to the attapning of ſuch perfection. But J could not haue young 
men llowe to follow my pꝛetepts, oꝛ idle, to defer the time, like 
Saint George, who is euer on hoꝛſe back, yet neuer rideth, 
Al my counſaile ſhall ſeeme rigoꝛous to Fathers, to inſtruct 
their childzen, oz heauie foz yeuth to follow their Parents will: 
let them both remember that the Eſtridge dilgeſteth hard y2on 
to pzeſerue his health, that the Souldier lieth in his hardneſſe 
to atchine conqueſt, that the ſicke Patient ſwolloweth bitter 
Pils to be caſed of his griefe , that youth chould indurs ſharpe 
ſtozmes to find reliefe. 

Imy ſelfe had been happie, if J had been vnfoꝛtunate, weal⸗ 
thie, if left meanly, better learned, if A had been better liued: 
Wee haue an olde (Pzouetbe) youth will haue his courſe, Ah 
Gentlemen, it is a courſe which we ought to make ccurſe ac⸗ 
count of, repleniſhed with moze miſeries then olde age, with 
moze ſinnes then common cut-thzoats, with moze talamities 
then the date of Pnamus: we are no ſoner out of the ſhell, but 
we reſemble the Cocix, which deſtroyeth her ſelſe though ſelfe 
will, oz the Pellican, which pearceth a wound in her ewne 
bʒeaſt: we are either led with a vaine glozy of cur pꝛoper per- 
ſonagt, 02 with ſelfe lone of cur owne capacitie, either entan⸗ 


gled with beautie, oz ſeduced by idle paſtimes, cyther witcht 


with vitious company of others, oꝛ inueigled with cur owne 
conceits: of all theſe things J may the bolder ſpeake, haning 
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tryed it true fo mine owne trouble. To the intent therefoze 
that all young Gentlemen might ſhunne my foꝛmer loſeneſſe, 
J haue ſet it downe , and that all might follow my future lyfe, 
A meane here toſhew what Fathers ſhould do, what childzen 
ſhould follow, deſiring them both not to retect it, becauſe if pꝛo⸗ 
ceedeth from one which hath bane lewd, nomoze then if they 
would neglec the gold becauſe it lpeth in the dirtie earth, oꝛ the 


pure wine, foz that it commeth out of a homelie pꝛeſſe, 02 the 


pꝛecious ſtone. AMÆtites, which is found in the filthy neſts of the 
Cagle, oz the pꝛecious Jem Draconites, that is euer taken out 


of the head ofthe poyſoned Dꝛagon. But to our pur pole.

Irſt, tout hing the pꝛotreation, it all ſerme neteſſarie fo 

" antreate of: whoſoeuer he be that deſireth to be the ſire of 

an happie Sonne, o2 the Father of a foꝛtunate child, let 

him abſtaine from thoſe women, which be eyther baſe cf 
birth, oꝛ bare of honcſtie ; foꝛ if the Mother be noted of inconti⸗ 
nencie, oꝛ the Father of vice, the child will either duriiig life be 
infected with the like crime, oꝛ the trecheries ofthe Parents, 
as ignomie to him will be caſt in his tath: Foz we commonly 
call thoſe vnhappie child:en, which haue ſpzong frem vnhenelt 
Parents. Jtis therfoze a great treaſure to the Father , and 
tranquilitre to the mind of the child, to haue that libertie which 
both nature, Lawe, and reaſon hath ſet dolone. The guiltie 
conſcicnce of a Father that hath troden awzp, cauſeth him fo 
thinke and ſuſpect that his Father alſo went not right, wherby 
his owne behamour is as it were a witneſſe of his owne baſe⸗ 
neſſe : euen as thoſe that come of a noble pꝛogenie boaſt of their 
gentrie : Pere-vpon it came, that Diophantus Themoſtocles 
his Don, weuldoften and that openly ſay in a great multitude, 
that what-ſocucr he ſhould ſeeme to requeſt of the Athenians, 
he thould be ſure alſo to obtaine, foꝛ ſayth hee, what⸗ſoeuer J 


wu, that will my Pother , and that my Pother ſayth , my 


Father 
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Father ſwtheth, and what my Father deſireth, that the Athe- 
nians will graunt molt willingly , The bolde courage of the 
Lacedemonians is to be pꝛapſed, which ſet a fine on the head of 
Archi damus their king, foz that he had married a woman of a 
ſmall perſonage, ſaying he minded ta get Queenes, not Kings 
fo ſucceede him. Let vs not omit that which our Aunceftozs 
were wont p2eciſely tokeepe, that men ſhould eyther be ſober 
oz d2inke little wine, that would haue ſober and diſcrete chil⸗ 
zen, fo; that the faa of the Father would be figuredin the In⸗ 
kant. Diogenes therefoze ſceing a young man epther ouecr- 
come with dzinke, 92 bercaued of his witts, er ed with a loud 
vopce: Youth, youth, thou hadſt a dzunken Father. And thus 
much fo2 pꝛocreation, now how the lyfe ſhould be led, J will 
ſhewe baiefclie, 1

I Dick are thꝛe things which cauſe perfection in a man, 
| Nature, Reaſon, Uſe. Reaſon'J call Diſcipline, Uſe, 
Exerciſe : if any one oftheſe bꝛanches want, certainly 
the tree of Ucrtue mult needs wither . Foz Nature with- 
out ZDiſcipline is of ſmall foꝛce, and Diſcipline without Nature 
moꝛe feble : if excrciſe oꝛ ſtudie be voyde of any of theſe, it a- 
uaileth nothing. Foz as in tilling ofthe ground and huſbandꝛp, 
there is firſt choſen a fertile ſoile, then a cunning ſower, then 
god ſeche| : euen ſo muſt we compare Nature tothe fat Ce 
the expert huſbandman to the Scholemaiſter, the facultte: 
ſciences to the pure ſ&ds . Jfthis oꝛder had not ben in on: 
deteſſours, Pythagoras, Socrates, Plato, and whoſoeuer was 
renowmed in Greece, fo2 the gloꝛy of wiſedome, they had neuer 
been eternized fo2 wiſe-men , neither canoniscd as it were foz 
Saints, among thoſe that ſtudie Sciences. Jt is therefoze a 
moſt eujdent ſigne of Gods ſinguler faudur towards him that 
is indued with all theſe qualities, witheut the Which, man is 
moſt miſerable But il there be any one that thinkcth wit not 
| P; nccellarie 
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neceCarie to the obtayning of wiſeddme , after he hath gotten 
the way to Uertue by induſtrie and exerciſe, he is an Yerefike, 
in my opinion touching the true faith of learning, fo2 if Nature 
play not her part, in vaine is labour, and as it is (ayd befoze, 
if ſtudie be not employed, in vaine is Nafure , Sloth turneth 
the edge of witte, Studie ſharpeneth not the mind, a thing be 


it neuer ſo caſieishardfothe idle, a thing be it nener ſo hard

It was well aunſwered of that man 
of Theſlalic, who being demaunded who among the T heſlalians 
were reputed moſt vile, thoſe ſaid he, that liue at quiet and eaſe, 
neuer giuing themſelnes to martiall affaires : but what ſhould 


one vle many woꝛds in a thing alreadie pꝛwued. It is cuſtome, 


vſe, and exerciſe, that bꝛings a pong man to vertue, and vertue 


to his perfection, 


Lycurgus the Lawe giner of the Spartans did nourich two 
Wohelps, both of one ſire and one dam, but after a ſundzy man ⸗ 
ner, foz the one he framedto hunt, and the other to lye alwates 
in the chimnies ende at the Pozredge Pot, afterward calling 
the Lacedemonians into one aſſemblie, he ſayd: To the attays 
ning of Uertue, ye Lacedemonians, Edutaticn, Induſtrie, and 
Exerciſe, is the moſt nobleſt meanes, the truth of which J will 
make manifeſt vnto pou by trpall, then bzinging foꝛth the

Mozetuer, Nature in this poynt enfo:ceth the Pother fo 
nurſe her owne child, which hath giuen vnto every Beaſt milk 
to ſuccour her owne, and me thinketh Nature to be a moſt pꝛo⸗ 
nident fpꝛſer and pꝛouider foꝛ the ſame, which bath giuen to , 
woman two papps, that if ſhee could conceiue two, ſhee might 
haue where with alſo to nourich twaine, and that by ſucking of 
the Pothers bꝛeaſt there might be a greater loue, both of the 
MPother towards the child, and the child towards the Mother,

J account it caſt awap, which in the ſwathe cloutes is caſt 
aſide, and little care can the other haue, which can ſuffer ſuch 
crueltie. And can it be tearmed with any other tytle then cru⸗ 
eltie, the Infant yet loking red of the other, the Bother yet 
bꝛeathing thꝛough the toꝛments of her trauaile, the child cry- 
ing foꝛ helpe, which is ſayd to moue wild Beaſts, euen in the 
ſelfe ſaid moment it is boꝛne, 02 the next minute, to deliuer it 
to a ſtrange Norſe; which perhaps is neither wholſome in body, 
neither honeſt in manners : which eſte meth moze thy argent, 
although a trifle, then thy tender Infant, thy greateſt treaſure?

lated into another ſoyle changeth his kind. A flip pulled from 
the ſtalke withereth, the young childe as it were llipped from 
the paps of the Mother, either changeth his Nature, oz altercth 
his diſpoſition. It is pꝛetilp ſapd of Horace. A new veſſell will 
long time ſauour of that liquour, that is firſt poured into it, and 
the Jnfant will euer (mell of the Nurſes manners hauing ta⸗ 
ted of her nulke. | | 

Therefoꝛe let the Mother as often as ſhe ſhall behold theſe 
two fountaines of milke, as it were of their owne accoꝛd flo- 
wing and ſwelling with liquour, remember that ſhe is admo⸗ 
niſhed of Nature, yea commaunded of dutie, to cherriſh her 
owne child with her owne teats , other-while when the Babe 
thall now begin to tattle and call her Pamma, with what face 
can ſhe heare it of his mouth, vnto whom ſhe hath denied Pam⸗ 
ma? It is not milke onely that increaſeth the ſtrength oꝛ aug⸗ 
menteth the body with the child, it craueth the ſame accuſtomed 


moiſture that befoze it receiued in the bowels, by the which the 


tender parts were bound and knitte together, by the which it 
increaſed 
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increaſed and was ſutcoured in the body. Certes J am cf that 
mind, that the wif and diſpoſition is altered and changed by the 
milke , as the meiſture and ſap of the Earth doth change the 
Nature of that tres 02 plant that it nouriſheth. UWheretoze the 
common by⸗woꝛd of the common people, feemeth to be groun⸗ 
ded vpon god experience, which is: The Fellowe hath ſucked 
miſchiefe cuen from the teat of his Nurſe : The (:rec1ans when 
they ſaw anyone lluttiſhiy fed, they would lay cuen as urles, 
whereby th:p noted the great diſipking thep had of their ſul⸗ 
ſome fæeding. The Etimologie of Mother ameng the Grecians, 
may aptly be applied to thoſe others which vnnaturally deale 
with their childꝛen, they tall it Meter aleterme, that is, Mo⸗ 
ther, ol not making much of, oꝛ of not nouriſhing. Meerrect it 
commeth, that the Sonne doth not with depe deſire loue his 
Pother, neither with dutie obe y her, his natur all aſfecion bes 
ing as it were deuided, and diſtraught into twaine, a Pother 
and a Nurſe : Yercofit pzocadeth , that the other beareth 
but a cold kindnes towards her child, when ſhe ſhail ſe the Naz 
ture of the-Nurſe in the nurture ef the child, The chicfeft way 
to learning is, if there be a mutuall loue and feruent defire, be- 
twene the teacher and him that is taught, then verily the grea⸗ 
teſt furtherance to Education is, if the mother nouriſh the child, 
and the child ſuck the Mother, that there be as it were 6 relatt- 
on and recipꝛocall oꝛder of affection, > 
Het if the Þsther eyther fo2 the euill habite of her body; 02 
the weakneſſe of her paps, cannot though the would nurſe the 
Infant, then let her pꝛauide ſuch a one, as thall be of god com 
plexion, honeſt condition, carefull to tender the child, cum g to 
ſe well to it, willing totake paines, dilligent in tending and 
pꝛouiding all things neceſſarie, and as lyke both in the tn Un wn 
ments of the body and diſpoſition of the mind fo the Pother as 
map be. Let her fozcflow ko occaſion that may bꝛing the child 
to quietnes and cleanlines: loꝛ as the parts of a child as ſone 
as it is bone, are framed and faſhioned ol the iduiite, that in 
all points it may be ſtrait and comely ; ſo the mannc es ol the 
child at the ficſt are to be lokev vnto, that nothing diltommend 
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the mind, that no croked be hauiour o: indecent de meanour be 
found in the man. 

Poung and tender age is eaſilie framed to manners, and 
hardly are thole things mollified u hich are hard. Foz as the 
Steele is impꝛinted in the ſoft Max: ſo learning is ingrauen in 
the minde of a young Amp. Plato that diuine Philoſopher, ad- 


moniſheth all Nurſes and weaners of peuth , that they ſhould 


not be to buſie, to tell them fond fables oꝛ filthie tales, leaſt at 
their enterance into the wozld , they ſhonld be contaminated 
with vnſeemly behauigur, Unto the which, Phoci'14cs the Peet 
doth pithely allude, ſaying : Mhileſt that the child is young, let 
him be infkcuced in vertue and litterature. 

Moꝛeduer, they are to be trained vp in the language of their 
Countrep, to pzonounce aptly and diſtinaly without ſtamme⸗ 
ring, euer woꝛd and ſillable of their natiue ſperch, and to be 
kept from bar barcus talke, as the Ship from Rocks: leaſt bee 
ing affectcd with their barbariſme , they be alſo infected with 
their vncleane converſation. 

It is an olve Pꝛouerbe, that if one dwell the next do: etoa 

Crap ple, he will learne to hault , if one be conucrſant with an 
hipocrite, he will ſone endeuour to diſſemble. When this vong 
Infant ſhall growe in peares, and be of that ripeneſſe that he 
can conceiue learning, inſomuch that he is to be committed to 
the tuition of ſome Tutoz , all dilligence is to be had to ſearch 
ſuch a one, as ſhall neyther be vnlearned, nepther ill liued, nei⸗ 
ther a light perſon. 

A Gentleman that hath honeſt and diſcreet Sernants, diſpo 
ſeth them tothe increaſe of his Segniozies, one he appopatcth 
Steward of his Courts, another ouer⸗ſcer of his Lands, one his 
Factoꝛ in farre Countries foz his Perchandiſe, another Pur- 
uapour foꝛ his Cates at home. But if among all his Dcruants 
he ſhall eſpie one, eyther filthie in his falke, oꝛ foolifh in his be- 
hamour, eyther without wit, oꝛ vopd of honeftie, exther an vn⸗ 
thz:ft oꝛ a wittall, him he ſets not as a Suruepour and ouer⸗ſcer 
of his Mannoꝛs, but as a ſaperuiſoꝛ of his childzens conditions 
and manners: to hun he committeth the guiding and tuition of 


his 
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his? Forates, which is by his pꝛoper nature a ſlaue, a knaue by 
condition , a beaſt in brhamour ; and ſoner wil they befiew a 
hundꝛed crownes to haue a Bo2ſe well becken, then a child 
well taught . Wiherein J cannot but maruaile to ſ& them fo 
carefull to increaſe their policſſions,: when they be carclelle to 

haue them wiſe that ſhould inherit them. | 
A ad and diſcrette Scholematfier;fhzoinld be ſuch acne as 
Fn ix was, the inſtrucour cf Aclu les, whom Peilcus (as 
Tomer repozteth) appoynted to that ende, that heſheuld be vn-

ante Parents are in this to be milphed, which hauing 


neyther trpall of his honeſtie, noz expericnce of his learning, 
to whom they commit the child to be taught, witheut any deepe 
02 due conſideration put them to one, cyther ignoꝛant 62 obſti⸗ 
nate, the which if they themſelucs ſhould doe of ignoꝛanct, the 
follie cannot be excuſed ; il of obſtinacie, theyꝛ lewpneſle is to 
be abhozred. 


Some Fathers are ouercome with the flatterie ol thoſe foles, 
which pꝛoleſſe outwardly great knowledge, and ſhewe a cer- 


taine kind of diſembling ſinceritie in their lyfe . Others at the 
intreating of theyz familiar friends, are content to commit 
their Donnes to one, without eyther ſubſtance of honeftie, 02 
ſhadowe of learning: By which theyꝛ vndiſcrert dealing, they 
ate lyke thoſe ſicke men, which reien the expert and cunning 
Philition, and al the requeſt of their friends, © admit the herd⸗ 
lefſe pzactiſer , which daungereth the Patient, and bzingeth 
the bodie to his bane . Oz not vnlyke vnto thole, which at the 
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inſtant and impoztunate ſute of their acquaintance, refuſe a 
cunning Pilot, and choſe an vnſkilfull Parciner , which ha⸗ 
zardeth the Ship and themſelues in the calmeſt Sca, 

God God, can there be any that hath the name cf a Father, 
which will eſteme moze the fancie of his friend, then the nur⸗ 
ture of his Sonne? Jt was not in vaine, that Crates would cf) 
ten ſay, that ik it were lawfull euen in the Market place hee 
would crie out ; Whether runne you Fathers, which haue all 
your carke and care to multiply pour wealth, nothing regar⸗ 
ding your childzen, vnto whom you niuft leanc all. In this 
they reſemble him, which is very curious about the hoe, and 
hath no care of the fte. | | 

Beſide this, there are many Fathers ſo inflamed with the 
loue of wealth, that they be as it were incenſed with hate as 
gainſt their childzen , which Ariſlippus ſeing in an old miſer, 
did partly note it. This old miſer aſking of Arillippus, what 
he would take to teach and bzing vp his Senne, aunſwcred, a 
thouſand groates : a thouſand groates 2? God ſhecld, arnſwered 
this old huddle, I can haue two Seruants of that pꝛice. Unto 
whom he made aunſwere, thou ſhalt haue two Seruants and 
one Sonne, and whether wilt thou ſell 2 Js it not abſurd to 
haue ſo great a care on the right hand of the childe to cutte his 
meate , that if he handle his knife in the left hand, we rebuke 
him ſcuerely, and to be ſecure of his nurture in diſcipline and 
learning? But what doe happen to thoſe Parents that bzing 
vp their childꝛen uke wantons, 
| Ill hen their Sonnes ſhall growe to mans tſtate, diſdaining 
| now to be cozrecaed, ftubburne to obey , giving themſelues to 
1 vaine pleaſures, and vuſemely paſtimes, then with the feliſh 

Tre want they begin to ware wiſe, and torepent them of their 
fo2mer folly, when their Sonnes ſhall inſinnate themſelnes in 
the company of flatterers, (a kind ofmen moze perrillous to 
youth, then any kind ol Beasts.) When they ſhall haunt Var 
lots, frequent Tauernes, be turious in their attire, coſtlie in 
41 their dyet, carclefſe in their behautour , when they ſhall eyther 
f be common Dicers with Gameſters , either wanton vallycrs 
| with 
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with Ladies, eyther ſpend all their th4ift in Wine, oz all their 
wealth on women: then the Father curſeth his owne ſfecuritie, 
and lamenteth to late the childs miſ-foztune, then the one accu- 
ſeth his Sire, as it were of mallice , that he would not bzing 
him vp in learning, and himſelfc of miſchiefe , that he gaue not 
his mind to god letters. If theſe youths had been trained vp in 
the company of any Phtileſopher, they would neuer haue been lo 
diſſolute in their life, oꝛ ſo reſolute in their owne conceits. 

It is good nurture that leadeth to vertue, and diſcreete de⸗ 
meandur that plaineth the path to felicitie. 

Ik one haue epther the giſts of fe2ztune, as great riches, o2 of 
Nature, as ſcemelp perſenage, he is to be deſpiſed in reſpect of 
learning. To be a noble man it is nicit excellent, but that is 
our Aunceſtours, as Vliiſes ſapd to A iax, as fo2 our nobilitie, 
our ſtock, our kind2ed, and whatſoruer we our ſelues haue not 
done, J ſcarcelp account ours. Riches are pꝛecious, but F02- 
tune ruleth the roaſt, which oftentimes taketh away all from 
them that haue much, and giueth them moꝛe which hath no⸗ 
thing, Glo2y is a thing woꝛthie to be followed, but as it is got- 
ten with great tr auaile, ſo is it loſt in a ſmall time. | 

Beauty is ſuch a thing that we commonly p2cfer befoꝛe all 
things, pet it vadeth befoze we percetne it foflouriſh : Health 
is that which all men vcfire, pet euer ſubiec to any diſeaſe ? 
Strength is to be wiſhed foz, yet is it eyther abated with an 
Ague, oz taken away with age: UWhoſocuer therefoze boafteth 
of fo2ce, is to beaſtly, ſ@ing that he is in that qualitie net to be 
compared with Beats, as the Lion, the Bull, the Clephant. 

It is vertue, yca vertue, Gentlemen, that maketh Gentle⸗ 
men, that maketh the poꝛe rich, the baſe bozne noble, the ſub⸗ 
iect a ſoueraigne, the defoꝛmed beautifull, the ficke, whele: the 
weake, ftrong : the moſt miſerable, moſt happie. Thore are 
two pꝛintipall and peculier gifts in the nature of man, Bnow⸗ 
ledge, and Realon : the one commaundeth, the other obepeth: 
theſe thinges nepther the whirling whele of Foꝛtunc can 
change, neither the deceitfull caueling of wozlelings ſeperate 
neither ſickneMe abate, neither age aboliſh. . 
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It is onely Knowledge, which woꝛne with vearcs, wareth 
young , and when all things are cut away with the Sickle of 
Time, kncwledge flouriſheth ſo high, that Time cannot reach 


it. TUar taketh all things with it euen as the whirle pole, pet 


mult it leaue learning behind it, wherefoze it was wiſelie aun⸗ 
ſwered in my opinion of Stipo the Philcſogher: Foꝛ when De- 
nietrius wen the Citty, and made it cuen to the ground, leauing 
nothing ſtanding, he demaunded of Suuipo, whether he had loſt 
any thing of his in this great ſpoite, vnto whom he aunlwered, 

no verilp, foꝛ war getteth no ſpoile of vertue. | 
Unto the like ſcnce may the anſwer of Socrates be applied, 
when (orv:as aſked him whether he thought the Perſian King 
happy 02 not? F know nct ſaid he, how much vertue and diſci⸗ 
pline he hath : foꝛ happincs deth not conſiſt in the giftes of foʒ⸗ 
tune, but in the grace of vertue . But as there is nothing moze 
conuenient then inſtruction foꝛ ycuth , ſo weuld J haue them 
nurtured in ſuch a place as is renowmed (02 learning , vopd of 
cozrupt manners, vndefiled with vice, that ſering no vaine de- 
lights, they may the moze eaſilie abſtaine frem licentious de⸗ 
fires, They that ſtudy to pleaſe the multitude, are ſure to iſs 
pleaſe the wile ; they that ſ@me to flatter rude people with their 
rude pzetences, leuell at great honoz, hauing no aime at hones 
tie. When J was here a Student in Athens, it was thought 
a great comendation (02 a voung Scholler to make an Oꝛzation 
Extempoꝛe, but certainly in my iudgeinent it is vtterly to be 
condemned, foz whatſocuer is done rachly, is done alſorawly ; 
he that taketh vpon him tb ſpeake without pzemeditation, kno⸗ 
| weth neither how to begin, noz where to end, but falling into a 
vaine of babling, vttereth thoſe things, which with modeſtie he 
ſhould haue concealed, and foꝛgetteth thoſe things, that befo2e 
be had conceiued. An Dzation either penned, either pzemedita- 
ted, kepeth it ſelfe within the bounds of Decorum. J haue read, 
that Pericles being at ſundzy times called of the people to plead, 
 wouldalwayes anſwere that he was not ready: euen after the 
ſame manner, Demoſthenes being ſent foz to declaime amidlt 

the multitude, ſtaid, and ſapd, J am not pet pzouided, 
| And 
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And in his inuectiue againſt My das, he ſcemeth to pꝛapſe 
the pꝛofitablenes of pꝛemeditation, 3 confeſſe, ſaith he, ye A- 
thenians, that J haue ſtudied and conſidered derpely with my 
ſelf? what to ſpeake, foz J were a ſot, if without due conſidera⸗ 
tion had of thoſe things that are to be ſpoken, I ſhould haue ſpo⸗ 
ken vnaduiſedlte , But J ſpcalkte this not to this ende, to con- 
demne the exerciſe of the wit, but that J would not haue anie 
young Scholler openly to exertile it, but when he ſhould grow 
both in age and eloquence , inſomuch as he thall thꝛough great 
vle and good memoꝛie be able aptly to conceiue, and readilie to 
vtter any thing, then this ſaying Crtempoze , bꝛingeth an ads 
miration and delight to the auditoꝛie, and ſingular pzayſe and 
commendation to the Dzatoz. Fo: as bce that hath long time 
bene fettered with chaynes, being relcaſed, halteth thzough 
the foꝛce of his foꝛmer pꝛons, fo hee, that hath bene vſcdfo a 
ftrict kind of pleading , when her ſhall talke Extempoze, will 
ſauour of his fozmer penning. But if any will vſe it as it were 
a pꝛecept foz youth fo talke Extempoze, he will in time bing 
them to an immoderate kind of humilitie. A certaine Painter 
bought Apelles tothe counterfaite of a face in a Cable, ſay- 
ing: Loe Appelles, J d2cw this euen now. UWhere-vnto hee 
replycd. It thou hadit bent ſilent, J would haue indged this 
picture to haue bent framed of the ſodaine, J meruaile that in 
this time thou couldeſt not paint many moꝛe of th ſe. But re⸗ 
turne wer againe . As would haue tragicall and ſtatelie Nile 
ſhunned, ſo J would haue that abiec and baſe phꝛaſe cſchued, 
fo2 this ſwelling! kind of talke hath little modeſtie, the other 
nothing moucth, | 
15:lades this, to haue the Oꝛation all one in euecie part, 

neyther adozned with fine figures, nepther ſp2zinc:led with 
chopce phꝛaſes, bꝛingeth tediouſnes to the hearers, aud argiicth 
the ſpeaker of little learning, and leſle eloquence. Mee ſheuld 
mo2eouer talke of manie matters, not alwayes harpe vpon 
one ſtring, he that alwayes ſingeth one note without Oeſcant, 
bꝛeædeth no delight, her that alwapes plapeth one part, bzee- 


deth News tothe care, It is var ietie that inwucth the 
| mind 
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mind of all men, and ene thing ſayb twice (as we ſay tommon⸗ 
lie) dcſeructh a trudge, | | 
Homer would (ay, that it loathed him to repeate any thing 
a game, though it were neuer ſo pleaſant oz pꝛofitable. Though 
the kioſe be (wet , pet being tyed with the Uiolet, the (mell is 
meat fragrant ; though meate nouriſh, yet haumg god ſaucur, 
if p;zouckcth appetite. The faireſt Noſegay is made of many 
lovers, the finelt picture of ſundzie coletirs, the whollomeſt 
mebicines of diucrs hearbs: wherzefoze it behonucth youth with = 
all mvulciie to ſearch not onelp the hard quel ions of the Phile- 
ſophers, but alſo the fine caſes ofthe Lawycrs, not onely the 
quirkes and quiddities of the Logittans, but alſo to haue a ſight 
in the numbers of Arithmetricians, the Triangles and Circles 


_ ofthe Oeometricians, the Sphere and Globe of the Aſtrologi⸗ 


ans, the notes and crochets of the Huſitians, the odde conceits 
of the Poets, the ſimples ofthe Phiũtions, and in all things, to 
the ende that when they ſhall be wiiledts talke ef any of them, 
they may be ignoꝛant in nothing. 

He that hath a Garden plot doth as well ſowe the Pothearb 
as the Pargerom, as well the Lake as the Lilly, as well the 
wholſome Hiſop as the faire Carnation, the which he doth, to 
the intent he map haue wholſome hearbs as well to nouriſh his 


in wars parts, as \wet Lowers to pleaſc his outward deſire, as 


well fruitfuil plants to refteſh his ſences, as faire ſhewes to 
pleaſe his ſight. Cuen ſo, u hoſseuer that hath a ſharpe and ca⸗ 
pable wit, let him as well giue his mind to ſacred knowledge 
of Diuinitie, as to the pꝛofound ſtudie of Philoſephic , that by 
his wit he may not onely rcape pleaſure but paclit, not onelp 
contentation ofmind, but quietnes in conſcience. J will pꝛo⸗ 


 ceede in the Education. | 


J would haue them firſt cf all to followe Philoſophie, as 
molt auncient, yea, moſt excellent, fo2 as it is pleaſant to paſſe 
though many fapꝛe Citties, but moſt plcaſant to dwell in the 
faireſt ; euen ſo to read many Hiſtoꝛies and Arts it is pleaſant, 
but as it were to ledge with Philoſophie melt pꝛefitable. 

At was pzetily ſaid of Bion the Philoſopher ; Cucn as when 
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the woders could not haue the companie of Penelope, they ran 
to her hand-maidens : ſothey that cannot attaine to tho knows 
ledge of Philoſophte, apply their mindes to thinges mol? vile 
and contemptible. Wherefoze we muſt pꝛeferre Philoſophie, 
as the onely Pꝛinceſſe of all Sciences, and other {its as way- 
ting maides. | 

Foz the curing and keeping i in temper ofthe botie, man by 
his induffryhath found two things, Phiſicke and Exerciſe, the 
one cureth ſicknes, the other pzeſerneth the body in temper, but 
there is nothing that may heale diſeaſes, oꝛ cure wounds of the 
minde, but oncly Philoſophie. By this ſhall we learne what is 
honelt, what diſhoneſt ; what is right, what is wꝛong: and that 
J may in one wo2d ſay what may be ſaid, what is to be known, 
what is fo be auoided: how we ought to obe y our Parents, re- 
nerence our Elders, entertaine Strangers, hono2 Magiſtrats, 
loue our Friends, liue with our Mines, vſe our ſeruants. How 
we ſhould wozſhip God, be dutifull to our Fathers, ſtande in 
awe of our Snpericurs, obey Law, giue place to Dfficers,hsw 
we may chooſe Friends, nurture our Childꝛen, and that which 
is moſt noble, how we ſhould neither be fo pꝛoude in pꝛoſperi⸗ 
tie, neither penſiue in aduerũtie, neither like beaſtcs ouercome 
with anger. 4 

And heere J cannot but lament Athens, Which hauing ben 
al waies the nurſe of Philoſophers, doth now neurilh cnely the 
name of P hiloſophy. Foz to ſpeake plainly of the iſozder of A- 
thens, who doth not ſee it and ſoꝛrowe at it? Such playing at 
Dice, ſuchquaffing of dʒzinke, ſuch dalliance with women, ſuch 
dauncing, that in mine opinion, there is no quaffer in Flaun- 
ders ſo giuen to tippeling, no Courtier in Italie ſo giucn to riot, 
no creature in the wozld ſo miſled, as a Student in Athens. 

Such a confuſion of degrees, that the Scholler knoweth not 
his dutie to the Bacheloꝛ, noꝛ the Bacheloꝛ to the Matter, no; 
the Maiſter tothe Doctoꝛ. uch coꝛruption of manntrs, coti⸗ 
tempt of Pagiſtrates, ſuch open ſinnes, ſuch pꝛiuie villanic, 
ſuch quarrelling in the ftreets, ſuch ſubtile pꝛadiſes in Cham⸗ 


ere maketh my hart to melt with nend thinke of — 
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ſhould cauſe your minds Gentlemen to be penitent to remem⸗ 
ber it. Moꝛcouer, who doth know a Sc holler by his habit? Js 
there any hat of ſo vnſeemlie a faſhion, anie doublet cf ſo long a 
waſt, ante hoſe ſo ſhoꝛt, ame attire, either ſo ceſilie 02 ſo court- 
lie, either ſo ſtrange in making, 02 ſo monflrous in wearing, 
that is not wozne of a Scholler? Yaue they not now in @d of 
black cloth, black Ueluet, in ſtede of courſe Sack⸗cloth, fine 
Silke? Be they not moze like Courtiers then Schollers, moꝛe 
like Stage ⸗plapers then Students, moze like Nuffians of Na- 

. ples, then diſputers of Athen 2 J wonlde to Cod thry did not 
imitate all other Nations in the vice et the mind, as ther do in 
the attire ofthe body: fo2 certainlie , as there is no Nation, 
whoſe faſhion in apparrell they donot vſe, ſo there is no wic⸗ 
kedneſſe publiſhed in ante place that they do not pzactiſe, 

I thinke that in Sodom and Gemozra, there was neuer 
moze filthines, neuer moꝛe pꝛide in Nome, moze poyſening in 

Atalie, moze lying in Crtet, moze pꝛiuie ſpoiling in Spapne, 
moze idolatrie in Egipt, then is at this day in Athens, neuer 
ſuch ſects among the Beathens , ſuch Scilnes among the 
Turks, ſuch miſ-beleefe among the Jnfidels, as is now ameng 
Schollers, Be there not mante in Achens which think there 
is no Cod, no redemption, noreſurrection - 

What ſhame is this Gentlemen, that a place ſorenowned 
foz good learning, ſhoulde bee ſo ſhamed foz ill liuing 4 That 
where grace doth abound, ſinne ſhould ſo ſuperabeimd: That 
where the greateſt pꝛofeſſion of knowledge is, there ſhould alſe 
be the leaſt pzacifing of honeſtie. J haue read of many Uni⸗ 
uerſties, as of padus in Italir, Paris in Fraunce, MW'ittenberge in 
Germanic, in England of Oxford and Cambridge, which if they 
were halfe ſo ill as Athens, they were to to bad, end as J haue 

heard, as they be, they be ſtarke naught. But J can ſpeak the 

leſſe againſt them, fo2 that J was ncuer in them, vrt tan J not 
| choſe but be agreeued, that by repo2t Jam enfo2ced rather to 
accuſe them of vanitie, t excuſe them any way. Ah Gentle⸗ 
0 men, what is to bee [oked oz, nay, what is nat to bee feared, 
1 when the Temple of Yeſta where Uirgins ſhould line, * 
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the Stewes fraught with ſtrumpets, when the Altar where 
nothing but ſanctitie and holines ſhould be vſed, is polluted with 
vncleannes, when the Uniuerſities of Chꝛiſtendome, which 
ſhould be the eyes, the lights, the leauen, the ſalt, the ſeaſoning 
of the woꝛlde, are dimmed with blinde concupiſcence , put cut 
with pꝛide, and haue loft their ſauour with unpiette, Js it not 
become a by⸗woꝛde among the common people, that they had 
rather ſende their childzen to the Cart then to the Untuerfitte, | 
being induced ſo to ſay, foꝛ the abuſe that raigneth in the Ani⸗ 
uerũties, who ſending their ſonnes to attaine knowledge, nde 
them little better learned, but a great deale wozſe liued then 
when they went, and not onely vath2ifts of their money, but 
alſo banquersuts of geod maners. Was not this the cauſe that 
cauſed a ſimple woman in Greece to exclaime againſt Athens, 
ſaying; The Pailker e the Schollers, the Tutoꝛ and the Pu⸗ 
pill be both agreed, foz the one carreth not how little paine hee 
taketh foz his monte, the other how little learning. J perteiue 
that in Athens there bee ns thangelings: : when of olde it was 
ſaid to a Lacedemonian, that all the Greci uns knew honefty,but 
not one pyadiiſed it. 

When Panthænea were celeb2ated in Athens, an old man 
going to take a place, was mockingly reieced, at the laſt, com⸗ 
ming among the Lacedemonians, all the youth gaue him place, 
which the Athenians liked well of. Then one of the Spartans 
cryedout : Uerilie the Athenians know what ſhauld bee docne, 
but they neuer do it. When one of the Lacedemonians had 
bene foz a certaine time in Athens, ſeeing nothing but daun⸗ 
ting, dicing, banquetting, ſurfefting, and licentious behamoz, 
returning home, he was aſked how all things ffode in Athene, 
to whom he aun(wered, all things are honeff there, meaning 
that the Achenj ans accounted all things good, and nothing bad. 
How much abuſes ſhould 82 might be redzeſſedin all Umuerſi⸗ 
ties, eſpecially in Athens, if J were of authoꝛity to tommaund, 
it ſhould be ſeene, oz of credite to perſwade thoſe that haue the 
dealing with them, it ſhould ſoone be ſhowen. And vntill J ſe 


wetter refozmation in Achens, my yeung'Fphoebus ſhall net bee 
D 2 nurtu⸗ 
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nurtured in Athens. J haue ſpoken all that you Gentlemen 
might ſx how the Philoſophers in Athens, pꝛadiſe nothing leſſe 
then Philoſophie, what Scholler is hee that is ſo zealous at his 
Booke as Chriſippus, who had not his maide Mclilla thꝛuſt 
meate into his mouth, had perriſhed with famine , beeing al- 
waies ſtudying. | 

- Whoſowatchfull as A1iſtorle, who going to bedde, woulde 
haue a ball of 3B2aſſe in his hand, that if he ſhould be taken in a 
ſlumber, it might fall and wake him 2 No, no, the times are 


changed, as Quid ſaith, and we are changed in the times, let 


vs endeuour euery one to amend one, and wee ſhall ſoone be a- 
mended: let vs giue no occaſion of repꝛoc h, and wee ſhall moze 
eaſily beare the burthen of falſe repozts, And as we ſee by lear⸗ 
ning what we ſhauld doe, ſo let vs do as we learne, then ſhail 
Athens flouriſh, then ſhall the Studients be had in great repu⸗ 
tation, then thall learning haue his hire, and eucry good (chol- 
ler his hope. But returne we once againe to Philo. 

There is amongſt men a frifold kind of life. Actiue, which 


is about ciuill function and adminiſtration of the Common⸗ 


weale : Speculatiue, which is continuall meditation and fiuz 
die: The third a life led, moſt commonly a lewde life, an idle 
and a vaine like, the life that the Epicures account their whole 
felicitie, a voluptuous life, tepleniſhed with all kind of vanitie, 
if this actiue life be without d hiloſophie, it is an idle life, o2 at 
leaſt a life cuill imployed, which is wozſe ; if the contemplatiue 
life be ſcperated fro the actiue, it is molt vnpꝛolitable. J would 


thereſoꝛe haue my youth ſo to beſtowe his ſludie, as hee may be 


both exerciſed in the common-weale to common pꝛont, and wel 
implaped pziuatly fo his owne perfection, ſo as by his ſtudy the 
rule he Call beare may be direged, ann by his gouernment his 
ſtudie may bee insreaſed: in this manner did Vericles deale in 
ciuill affaires: after this ſozt did Architas the Torentine, Dyon 
55 Syracuſian, the Thebay Epiminondas gourrne they; Cit- 
ties. 

Foz the exerciſe of the v, it is neceſſarie alſo ſome-what 
be added, that is, that the childe ſhould be at ſuch times * 

| | e 
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ted to recreate himſelfe, when his minde ts duertome with ſlu⸗ 
die, leaſt dull dulling himſelfe with overmuch induſtrie, he be⸗ 
come vnfit afterward to conceiue readilie: beſides this, it will 
cauſe an apt diſpoſition and naturall ſtrength, that it brfezere- 
tained. A good compoſition of the body, lapeth ea good ſoun dati⸗ 
on ol old age, foꝛ as in the faire Sommer we pzepare all things 
neceſſary ſo; the cold Winter, fo good manners in youth, and 


lawfull exerciſes, be as it were vicuals and nouriſhment fo2 


age, vet are their labours and paſtimes ſo to be tempered, that 
they weaken not their bodies moꝛe by play,. then otherwiſe they 


ſhould haue done by ſtudie: and ſo to bee vſed, that they addig 


not themſelues moze to the exerciſe of the limbs, then the follo⸗ 
wing of learning: the greateſt enemies to diſcipline, as Plato 
recounteth, are labours, and ſicepe. {226 1152! 
It is alſo requiſite that he be expert in martiall affairee, in 
ſhooting, in darting, that he hawke and hunt, foꝛ his honeſt pa⸗ 
ſtune and recreation: and if after all theſe paſtimes, hee Hall 
ſteme ſecure, nothing regarding his bookes, I would not haue 
him ſcour ged with ſtripes, but thꝛeatened with worden, not 
dulled with blowes like ſeruants, the which the moꝛe they arr 


beaten, the better they beare it, and the leſle they care fog it: fo; 


childzen of good diſpoſition, are either inticed by pꝛayſe to goe 


fo ward, o2 aſhamed by diſpꝛaiſe to commit the like offence: 


thoſe of obſtinate and blockith behauiour, are neyther with 
wo2des to bee perſwaded, neither with ſtripes to bee cozrected.. 
They muſt nowe bee taunted with ſharpe rebukes, ſtraight⸗ 
waies admoniſhed with faire woꝛdes, nowe thꝛeatened a pay⸗ 
ment, by and by p2omiſed a reward, and dealt withall as Nur- 
ſes doe with their babes, whom after ther haue made to cry, 
they pꝛoffer the teate. | 
But diligent hiede muſt be taken, that hee be not pꝛaiſed u 
boue meaſure, leaſt ſtanding too much in his owne conceit, he 
becommeth obſtinate in his owne opinions. J haue knowne 
many Fathers, whoſe great lone towards their Hennes, hath 
bone the cauſe in time that they loued them not: foz when they 
\# a ſharpe wit in they2 @onne to conceine, foz the deſire they 
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haue, that hee ſhoulde 8at-runne his kellowes, they loade him 
with continuall exerciſe, which is the onely cauſe that hee ſin⸗ 
keth vnder the burthen, and gineth cucr in the plaine Fielde. 
Plants are nouriſhed with litle raine, vet dzowned with much, 
euen ſo the mind with indifferent labour waxeth moze perfea, 
with ouer⸗ much ſtudie it is made frutttefe, 

Wee mulk conſider that all our life is deuided into remiſſion 
and ſtudie. As there is watching, ſo is there llerpe: as there is 
warre, ſo is there peace: as there is Minter, ſo is there Dom⸗ 

mer: as there be many working dapes, ſo is there alſo manie 
Holy dayes: and it᷑ q may ſpeake all in one woꝛde, eaſe is the 
ſauce of labour, which is plainly to be ſetne, not onely in lining 
things, but alſo in things without life. We vnbend the Wow, 
that we may the better bend it: we vnlaſe the Varp, that wee 
maythe ſooner tune him: the body is kept in health, as well 
with faſting as eating: the minde healcd with cafe. as well as 
with labour. Theſe Parents are in my minde to bee milliked, 
which commit the whole cars of the childe to the cuſtodie of a 
hireling, neither aſking, neither knowing, how their childzen 
p2zofit i in learning. Foz if the Father were deſirous to examine 
his ſonne in that which he hath learned, the aiſter would ber 
moze careful what he did teach: but ſeing the Father care leſſe 
what they learne, he is alſo ſecure what he teacheth. That no- 
table ſaying of the Þozſe-keeper may be heere applyed, which 
ſayd, Nothing did ſofat the Hoꝛſe as the rye ofthe ing. 

Pozesuer, J weuld haue the memoꝛp of childzcn tontinu⸗ 
allie to be exerciſed, which is he greateſt fartherance to lear- 
ning that can be, Foꝛ this cauſe they fained in their olde Fa- 
bles, Pemoꝛie to be the mother of Perfection, Childꝛen are fo 
be chaſtiſed if they vie any filthy oꝛ vnſeemely talke, fo2 as e- 
mocrates faith, the wozd is the ſhavow of the wozke : they muſt 
be curteous in their oo: » lowly in their ſpcch,not diſdai⸗ 
ning their cockemates, oꝛ refraining their company: they muſk 
not liue wantonly, neyther ſpeake impudently, neyther be ans 
gry without canſe,netther quarrellous without colour. Ayorng 
man being peruerſe in — and pꝛoude in woꝛds and mans 
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ners, gate Socrates a ſpurne, who being moued by his fellows 
to gyue him another: At ſayd Socrates an Aſſe had kicked mee, 
would you alſo haue mee to kicke him againe : the great wile⸗ 
dome in Socrates in ſuppꝛelling his anger, is woꝛthy great c6- 
mendation. Architas the Tarcncane, returning from war, and 
finding his ground ouer-growne with weedes , and turned vp

To be ſilent and diſcret in 
company, though many think it a thing of no great waight and 
impoꝛtance, pet it is moſt requiſite foz a poung man, and meſt 


neceſſary fo2 my Phocbus. It neuer hath beene hurttull to an? 
to hold his peace : fo ſpeake, damage fomany : what is kept in 


filence is huſht, but whatſoener is blabbed out, cannot againe 
be recalled. Me may ſee the cunning and curious woꝛke ot na⸗ 
ture, which hath barred and hedged in nothing ſo ſtrongly as 
the tongue, with two rowes of teeth, and there-with two lyps : 
beſides, the hath placed it farrc from the hart, that it ſhould not 
vtter that which the hart had concetued, This alſo ſhould cauſe 
vs to be ſilent, ſeeing thoſe that vſe much talke , theugh they 
ſpeake truly are neuer beleeucd, | 
Wine therefoze is to be refrained, which is tearmed to be 
the glafſe ofthe minde, and it is an old pzoucrbe , Mhatſecuer 
is in the hart of the ſober man, is in the mouth of the dzunkard, 
Bias holding his tongue at a feaſt, was tearmed there of a tatler 


to be a foole, who ſayd : Js there any wiſe man that can holde 


his tongue amidſt the Wine 2 Unto whom Bias aunſwered, 
There is no foole that can. Acertaine Gentleman here in A- 


thens inuited the Kings Legats to a coſtly and ſumptuous feaſ?, 


where alſo he afſemibled many Philoſophers, and talking ot vi⸗ 
ners matters, both ofthe Common-weale andlearning, oncly 
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Zeno ſayd noihing. Then the/Enibaſſadonr ſapde, What ſhall 
wir ſhew ol thee O Zeno, to the King? Nothing armſwered he, 
but that there is an olde man in Athens, that amidſt the Potts 
could hold his peace, * 

Anacharſus ſupping with il was found aflepe, hauing 
his right hand befeze his mouth, and his left vpon his pꝛiuities, 
whereby was noted, that the tongue ſheuld be rained with the 
ffrongelt bꝛidle. Zeno becaufe he would not be infozcedto re⸗ 
ueale any thing againſt hys will by toꝛmente, byt off his tong, 


and ſpet it in the face ol the Tpꝛant. 


Nowe, when chyldzen ſhall by wildome and vſe refrapne 
from ouermuch tatling, let them alſo be admoniſhed, that when 
they ſhall ſpeake, they ſpeake nothing but truth: to lye is a vice 
molt dete ſtable, net to bee ſuffered in a laue, much lefſein a 
ſonne. But the greateſt thing is yet behind, whether that thoſe 
are to be admitted as coclunates with chyldꝛen, which leue 
them entirelp, oz whether they be to bee baniſhed from them. 
When as J (& many Fathers moze crucll ts:they2 Chyldzen 
then carcfull ol the, which thinke it not neceſſary to haue thoſe 
aboutthein that moſt tender them, then am J halfe as it were 
in a doubt to gyue coumſaile. But when J call to my remem⸗ 
bzante, Socrutes, Plato, Xenophon, Eſchines, Sæbetes, and all 
thoſe that ſo much commend the lone of men, which haue alſo 
bought vp many to great rule, reaſon, and pietie, then J am 
enceuraged to immitate thoſe, whoſe excellencte dctl warrant 
my pꝛecepts to be true. Jfany ſhall lone the chyldſo2 his cons 
ly countenance, him woulde J haue to bee baniſhed as a mot 
dangerous andinſeoious beaſt: it he ſhall loue him fog his Fa- 
thers ſake, oꝛ foz his owne good qualiities, him v ould J have 
to be with him alwaies, as ſuperuiſcur of his manners, ſuch

It thy tonne be 
lo ſtunboʒne, obſtinatly to rebell againſt thee, 02 ſo wilfull to 
perſeuer in his wickednes, that neither foꝛ feare of puniſhment, 
neither foz-hope of reward, he is any way to be retlaimed, then 
ſeeke out ſome marriage ſit foʒ his degree, which is the ſurelt 
bond of youth, and the ſtrongeſt chaine to letter affections that

might delight me, but now J ſee, that in the ſacred knowledge 
of Gods will, the onely eloquence, the true and perfect phꝛaſe, 
the teſtimonie of ſaluation doth abide : and ſæing without thys, 
all learning is iguozance, all wiſedome mere folly ; all wit, 
plaine blanns ; all iuſtice iniquitie: all cloquence, barba- 
riſme : all beautie, defozmitie: J will ſpend all the remainder 
of my life in ſtudying the olde Teſtament, wherein is pzefigu- 
red the comming of my Sautour , and the newe Teſtament, 
wherein my Chꝛiſt doth (ſuffer foz my ſinnes , and is crucificd 
foz my redemption, whole bitter agonics ſhould calf euerp god 
Chꝛiſtian into a ſhiuering Ague , to remember his anguiſh: 
whole ſweating of water and blood, ſhould fanſe euer devout 
and 32alpus Catholike to ſhed teares of repentance, in remem⸗ 
bꝛance of his tozments, 

Euphues hauing diſcaurſed thus with himſel fe, did immedi⸗ 
atly abandon all light companie, all the diſputations in ſcholcs 
of Philcſophie, and gave humſelfe to the teuchllene cf holmes 
in Diuinitie, accounting all other things as mo vile any 
2 rd 
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Euphues and his Ephœbus. 


¶ Euphues to the Gentlemen Schollers in 
Athens. 


Ihe Perchant that trauaileth fo2 gaine, the Vuſ⸗ 
bandman that toileth foz increaſe , the Lawyer 
| that pleadeth fo2 gold , the Crafts-man that ſee- 
keth to liue by his laboz, all theſe after they haue 
fatted themſelues with ſufficient , epther take

theyꝛ eaſe, oꝛ leſſe paine then they were accuſtomed; Hippo- 
manes ceaſed to runne when ſhe had getten the goale ; Hercu- 
les to labeur when hee had obtained the vicozy : Mcrcuric fo 
pipe when her had caft Argus in a ſlumber. Cuery action hath 
his end, and then we leaue to ſweat when we haue founde the 
the ſweet, The Ant though thee toyle in Sommer, vet in Min⸗ 
ter ſhe leaueth to trauaile. The Ber though ſhe delight to ſuck 
the faire lower, yet is ſhe at the laſt cloped with the Yonnte, 
The Spyder that weaueth the fineſt thed, ceaſcth at the laſt, 


when ſhe hath finiſhed her webbe, But in the action and ffudie 


ol the minde (Gentlemen) it is karre otherwiſe, loꝛ he that ta⸗ 
' eth the ſi wert of learning, endureth all the ſower of labour. Ye 
that ſæketh the depth of knowledge, is as it were in a Labo⸗ 
rinth, in the which the farther hee goeth, the farther he is from 
the end: oz like the Bird in the lime-bulh, which the moze ſhe 
, iriveth to get out, the faſter ſticketh in. 


And certainly it may be ſatd of learning, as it was fained of 


Nectar the dzinke of the Gods, the which the moze it was dꝛun⸗ 
ken, the moze it would ouer-flow the bzim of the Cup, neither 
is it farre vnlike the fone that groweth in the Rluer of Curia, 
the which the moze it is cut, the moze it incrraſeth. 


And it fareth with him that followeth it, as with him that 


bath the Dzopfte, who the moze he dzinkcth, the moze he thir⸗ 
ſteth. Therefoꝛe in my minde, the Studient is at leſſe eaſe then 
the Oxe that dꝛaweth, oz the Ale that carieth his burthen, who 
neither at the boꝛd when athers eate, is voide of labour, neither 
| in his bed when others llepe,is voide of meditation.

Euphues and his Ephoebus. 


But as in manuarte crafts, though they be all good, yet that 
is counfed moſt noble, that is moſt neceſſarp: ſo in the actions 
and ſtudies of the minde, although they be all wozthte, yet that 
deſerueth greateſt pzaiſe, which b2ingeth greateſt pzofit , And 
ſo we cojnumonly do make the beſt account ef that, which doth 
vs molt good. Wee effeeme better of the Phiſition that mini⸗ 
ſtreth the potion, then of the Apothecarie that ſelleth the deugs. 
How much moꝛe ought we with all diligence, ſtudie, and in- 
duſtrie, to ſpend our ſhoꝛt pilgrimage, in the ſæ king out of our 
ſaluafion.Uaine is Philoſophy, vaine is Phiſic k, vaine is Law, 
vaine is all learning, without the taſte of Diuine knowledge. 
J was determined to write notes of Philoſophy , which had 
beene to feede pou fat with folly; pet that J might ſeme nei⸗ 
ther idle, neither vou euill unployed, J haue here (et downe a 
bꝛiefe diſcourſe, which of late J haue had with an Heretick, 
which kept mer from idlenes, and map if vou reade it, deter pou 
from Bert ſie. Jt was with an atheiſt, a man in mine opinion 


the abſurd dotage of him that thinketh there is no God, oz an 
vnſufficient God: pet here ſhall you find the ſumme of Fayth, 
which tultifieth onely in Chꝛiſt, the weakencs of the Law, the 
fkrength ofthe Geſpell, andthe knowledge of Gods will. Bere 
ſhall vou finde hope ik you be in diſpaire, comfozk, if you bee di⸗ 
{frefſed : if you thirſt, dꝛinke: meate if you hunger. If pe feare 
Moſes, who ſaith : Without you fulfill the Lawe vcu ſhall per- 
riſh: —— Chꝛiſt, which ſaith, J haue ouer⸗ come the Lawe. 
And that in theſe deſperate dayes, wherein ſo many Sects are 
ſowne, as in the wayning of the wozid, wherein ſo mary falſe 
Chaiſts are come, vou might haue a certaintic of your ſaluati⸗ 
on, I meane to ſette vowne the Zonch-ſtone, whereunto cuery 
one ought to truſt, and by the which cuerp one ſhould trie him⸗ 
ſelfe : which if you follows, J doubt not, but that as you haue 

20ued learned Philoſophers, you will alſs pꝛocœde excellent 
Diuines, which GD D graunt, 
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= THEOS. J am glad Fuphues, that J haue 
| found ther at leiſure, and partly that might ber 
| merrie, and parti that J might be perſwaded in 
a thing that much troubleth my conſcience, It is 
1 2 concerning G O D. There be many that are of 
this minde, that there is a God, whem they trarme the creatoz 
| pf all things: a God, whom they call the Sonne, the redamer 
of the woꝛld: a God. whom they name the holie Ghoſt, the woz- 
| Ker of all things, the Confozter, the Spirite: and yet they are 
of this opinion alſo, that they be but one God, toequall in pow- 
| er, incomp2ehenſible, and pet a Trinitie in perſon. J fo2 my 
| part, although J am not ſo credulous to bela ue they: curious 
opinions, yet am J deſirous to heare the reaſcns that theulve 
| D2ine them vnto ſuch fond and frantike imaginations, Foz as 
| F knowe nothing to be ſo abſurd, which ſome cf the Philoſo⸗ 
| phers haue not defended, ſo think J nothing ſo errenieus, which 
ſome of our Catholikes haue not maintained. If there were, as 
diuers dzcame, a God that would reuenge the oppꝛellion of the 
| . widdowes and fatherleſe, that would reward the zeale of the 
| mercifull, pittie the poze, and pardon the penitent, then would 
| the people either ſtande in greater aws , oz owe moꝛe loue to- 
war ds their God. | 
JI remember Tully diſputing of the nature of Cods, baing- 
geth Dioniſius as a ſcoffer of ſuch vaine 4 deuiſed deuiſes, who 
ſeing AÆſculapius with a long beard of gel de, and Apollo his 
Father beardleſc, played the Barber and thaucd it frem him, 
| ſaying: It was nat decent that the ſonne ſyor:lde haue a beard 
and the Father none. Seeing alſo Iupiter with an o2nament of 
golo, fooke it from him, ic ſting thus: In Sommer this arrate 
is to heauie, in Tlinter to cold, here J lcaue one cf Wollen, 
both warmer foꝛ the colde and lighter loꝛ the heate. Ve com- 
ming alſo into the Temple, where certaint of the Geds with 
golden gifts ſtretched out their hands, toke them all away, ſav⸗ 
ing:

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ing: Who will be famad, as to refuſt things ſo gentlie effered. 
Dot theu not ſe Euphues, what (mal acecunt he made of their 
Gods: ſoꝛ at laſt, ſapling into the Country with a pꝛoſpereus 


winde, hee laughing ſaid: Loe, ſc vou net my maiſters howe 
well the Gods reward our ſacriledge. J cotild reheaſe infinite 


opinions of excellent men, who in this poynt holde on my ſide, 
but eſpecially Pythagoras. And in my iudge ment, if there bee 
any God, it is the woꝛld wherein we liue, that is the caly God, 
What can we behold moꝛe noble then the wozlde, moze fay2e, 
moze beautifull, moze glozicus ? hat moze maicſlicall to the 
ſight, oz moze conſtant in ſubſtance ? But this by the wap Fu- 
phues, J haue greater 4 mozec foꝛcible arguments to confirme 
mine opinion, and to confute the errour of thoſe , that imagine 
that there is a God, but firft 3 would gladlie heare thee ſhape an 
aunſwere to that which J haue ſaid : foz well J know, that thou 
art not onely one of thoſe which be letue that there is a Ged, but 
of them alſo which are ſo pꝛeciſe in honour ing him, that they 
be ſcarce wiſe in helping themſelues. 

Fuphues, If my hope Acheos were not better to conuert 
thee, then my hap was heere fo conferre with thee, my heart 
would bꝛeake with griefe, Which beginneth freſhly to bler de 
fo; ſozrow : thou haſt ſtrooken mee into ſuch a ſhiue ring a colde 


terrour, at the rehearſing of this thy monſtrous opinion, that 1 
loke cuery minute when the ground ſhould open fo ſwallowe 


the vp, and that God which thou knoweſt not, ſheulde with 

thunder frem heauen, ftrike thee to hell. 
Was there euer Barbarian ſo lenceleſſe, euer miſcreant ſo 
bar barous, that did not acknowledge a liuing and cucrlaiting 
Ichouaht 2 J cannot but tremble at the remembzance of his 
Paieſfie, and doſt thou make amockery? O iniquitie of times, 
O co2ruption of manners, O blaſphemie againſt the heauen. 
The Heathen man ſaith, yea, that Tully whom then thyſelke 
alleadgeſt, that there is no Nation ſo barbarous, no kinde cf 
people ſo ſavage, in who there reſteth not this perſwaſion, that 
there is a God, and euern they that in other parts of their life, 
ſeeme very little to diſfer from b: ute bealts, do continually 
2 3 Uccpe 
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keepe a certaine ſwde of Religion : ſothzoughly hath this com⸗ 
mon p2inciple poſſeſſed all mens mindes, and ſo faſt it ſlicketh 
to all mens bowels, Pea, Jdolatric it ſelfe is a ſtifficient p;ofe 
of this perſwaſion : foz we ſee how willingly man abaſeth him- - 
ſelfe to honour other creatures, to do homage to ſtocks, and 
to goe on pilgrimage to Images. Jftherefoze man rather then 
he will haue no God, do wozſhip a ſtone, howe much moze art 
* duller then a Stone, which goeſt againſt the opinion of 
all men? 

Plato, a Philefopher , woulde often ſap, there is one whem 
we may call God omnipotent, gloꝛious, immoꝛtall, vnto whoſe 
ſimilitude, wee that crepe heere on the earth, haue cur ſoules 
framed: what can be ſaid moꝛe of a Heathen, rra, what moꝛe 
of a Chꝛiſtian: 

Ariſtotle when he could net finde out by the ſecrecte of Na- 
ture, the cauſe of the ebving and flowing of the ſea , cried with 
a leudc vopce. O thing of things, haue mercy vpen mee. 

Cleanthes alleadged foure cauſes which might induce man 
to acknowledge a God: the firſt, by the foze-ſeeing of things to 
come: the ſecond, by the infinite commodities which we dailie 
reape, as by the temperature of the Ayze , the fatneſſe of the 
Earth, the fruitfulnes of Trees, Plants, and hearbes, the a- 
bundance of all things that may either ſerue fo2 the neceſlitp cf 
many, 02 the ſuperfluitic of a fewe : the third, by the terroꝛ that 
the winde of man is ſtroken into, by the lightnings, thunde- 
rings, tempeſts, hailes, ſnowe, earth⸗quakes, peſtilence: — 
the ſtrange and terrible ſights which cauſe vs to tremble, as 
the raining of blood, the firic impꝛellions in the Element, the 
Buer-flowing of floods in the earth, the pꝛodigious ſhapes and 
vnnaturall tozmes ol men, of beaſts, of birds, of fiſhes, cf all 
creatures, the appearing of blazing Comets, which euer pꝛog⸗ 
noſticate ſome ſtrange mutation: the fight of two Hunnes, 
which happened in the Conſulſhip of Tudatanus and Aquilius: 
with theſe things moztall men being afrighted, are uifozced to 
acknowledge an immoztall and cinnipotent Cod. The fourth, 
by the cquality of mouing in the Heauen, the courſe of the Dun, 

the 
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the oꝛder ofthe ſfarrs, the bautikulnes of the Clement, the ſight 
whercofnught ſufficiently induce vs to beleue, thep pꝛoceede 
not by chauncc, by nature, o2 deſtinie, but by the cternall and 
diuine purpoſe of ſome omnipotent Deitie. Hereof it came, that 
when the Philoſophers could giue no reaſon by Nature , they 
would ſay, there is one aboue Nature, another would call him 
the firſt-moner, another the ayder of Nature, and ſo foꝛth. 
But why goe J about in a thing ſo manifeſt, to vſe pꝛofes ſo 
manifold ? If thou denie the truth, who can pꝛwue it, if thou de⸗ 
ny that black is black, who can by reaſon repꝛoue thee, when 
thou oppoſeſt thy ſelfe againſt reaſon, Thou knoweſt that ma⸗ 
nifeſt truths are not to be pꝛoued, but bel&ucd, and that he that 
denieth the pꝛinciples of any Art, is not to be confuted by ar- 
guments, but to be left to his owne folly . But J haue a better 
opinion of the, and therfoze I meane not to trifle with Philolo⸗ 
phie, but to try this by the touchſtone cf the Scriptures, 
— Wrereadin the ſecond ol Exodus, that when Moles defired 
of God to know what hee ſhould name him to the childꝛen cf 
Iſrael] : hoe aunſwered, thou ſhalt ſay, J am that J am. Again, 


J am that J am, Againe, Yee that is, hath ſent mee vnto you, 


The Loꝛd eaen your God, he is Gov in the Yeauen aboue, and 
in the Earth beneath, J am the firit, and the laſt J am: J am 
the Loꝛd, and there is no other beſides mee. Againe, Jam the 
Lo2d, and there is none other, 3 haue created the light # made 
darknes, making peace and framing cuill. If thou deſtre to vn⸗ 
derſtand what God is, thou ſhalt heare. He is euen a cõſuming 
fire, the God of reuenge, the GD D of iudgement, the lyuing 
God, the ſearcher of the raines, he that made all things of no⸗ 
thing, Alpha and Omega, the beginning, and pet without be⸗ 
ginning : the end,and pet euerlaſting. One at whoſe bzcath the 
Pountaines ſhall ſhake, whoſe ſeate is the loftte Cherubins, 
Whoſe foste⸗ſtoole is the Earth. inuiſible, vet ſeeing al things, 
, iealous God, a louing God, miraculous in all peynts, in no 
part monſtrous, Beides this, thou ſhalt well vnderſtand, that 
hee is ſuch a God, as will puſh him whatſocucr hee be, that 
blaſphemeth his name, foꝛ holy is the Loꝛd. It is wzitten, being 
out 
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out the blaſphemer without the Tents, and let all thoſe p heard 
him, lay their hands vpon his head, and let all the people ſtone 
him. He that blaſphemeth the name of the Loꝛde, ſhall dye the 
death. Such a iealous God, that wheſocuer committeth Idola⸗ 
fry with ſtrange Gods, hee will ſtctke with terrible plagues, 
Turne not to Idols, neither make Gods with hands, J am the 
Loꝛdt pour God. Thou ſhalt make no Image, which the Loꝛde 
thy God abhoꝛreth. Thou ſhalt haue no new God, neither woz⸗ 
ſhip any ſtrange Idol. Foꝛ all the Gods of the Gentiles are de⸗ 
mis. £5y ſonnes, keepe yeur ſelues from Images, the w oaſhip⸗ 
ping 97 Idols is the cauſe of all euill, the beginnings the end. 
Curſed be that man that ingraueth any Images, it is an abho⸗ 
mination befoze the Loꝛd. They ſhall be confounded that wez⸗ 
ſhip grauen Images, oꝛ gloʒy in Idols. J wil not gyuc my glo- 
rie to another, noꝛ my pꝛaiſe to grauen Images. 

Ik all theſe teſtimonies of the Scriptures cannot make thee 
to acknowledge a liuing God, harken what they ſay of ſuch as 
bee altogether incredulous. Cuerp vnbeleuer ſhall die in his 
ineredulitie. Moe be to thoſe that be loſe in hart, they belceue 
there is no God, and therſoze they ſhall not be pzotccedofhim, 

The w2ath ofthe Loꝛd ſhal kindle againſt an vnbclaving Ra⸗ 
tion, It ye beleeue not, ye ſhall not endure, Vee that belecueth 
ſhall not be damned. Ve that belecuethnot, is iudged already, 
The poꝛtion ofthe vnbelecucrs, ſhall be in the Lake that bur- 
neth with fire and bztunſtone, which is the ſecend death. 

Jfthou feele in thy ſelke Arheos, any ſparke of grace, pzay 
vnto the Loꝛde that hee will caviſe it to lame, if thou haue no 
ſceling of fayth, pet pꝛap, and the Loꝛde will glue abundance, 
foz as hee is a terrible GOD, whoſe vopee is like the ruſh- 
ing of many waters, ſo is he a mercifull God, whole woꝛds are 
as (oft as Pyle , Though hee bꝛeathe fire cut of his noſethꝛils 
_ ſinners, yet is he milde to theſe that aſke ſoꝛgiucneſie. 

it if thou be obſtinate, that ſeing, thou wilt not ſer, and 
nowing, thou wilt not acknowledge, then ſhall thy hart bee 
hardened with Pharao, and grace ſhall be taken oy from 

thee pops Saule. 
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Thus ſayth the Lozve , who ſo beleencth , ſhall not perriſh, 
heauen and earth ſhall paſſe, but the woꝛd of the Loꝛd ſhall in- 
dure fo2 euer. | | 

Dubmit thy ſelfe befoze the Thꝛone cf his Paieſtie, and 
his mercy ſhall ſauc the : Vorour the Led, and it all be well 
with ther. Beides him feare no ſtrange Cod. Voncur the Lo2d 
Vith all thy ſeule. Oker vnts God the ſacrifice et pꝛaiſe. We 
net like the Hipocrites, which honour God with their lips, but 
be farre from him with their harts, nepther like the fwle, that 
ſayth in his hart, there is no Cod. 

But if thou wilt ſtill perſeuer in thine cbſinacie, thine end 
ſhall be wo2ſe then thy beginning, the Loꝛd, yea, thy Sauiour, 
ſhall come lo be thy Judge, when thou ſhalt behold him come 
in glozy, with millions of Angels, and Archangels, when theu 
ſhalt ſee him appeare in thunderings and lightnings , and fla- 
ſhings of fire, when the Pountaines ſhall melt, and the Hea⸗ 
uens be wꝛappꝛd vp like a ſcrowle, when all the earth chall 
tremble, with what face wilt thou behold his glozy, that deni⸗ 
eſt his Godhead ? Bow canft thou abide his pꝛeſence, that bes - 
leueſt not his eſſence? Mhat hope canſt thou haue to be ſaued, 
which diddeſt neuer acknowledge ante to bee thy @auiour ? 
Chen ſhall it be ſayd vnto thee, and to all thoſe of thy ed, (bn- / 
lefſe you repent, ) Depart all you wozkers ofiniquitie , there 
ſhall be weeping , and gnaſhing ol terth. When pou (hall ſ& 
Abraliam, Iſaac, and Jacob, and all the P;ophets, in the king⸗ 
dome of GOD, and ye to be thzuſt aut: You ſhall conceiue 
heate, and bing fozth wood, your owne conſcicnces ſhall cons 
ſume you lykefire, 

are voeſt thou \# Atweos, the thꝛeatnings againſt vnbe⸗ 
leuers, and the puniſhment pꝛepared foz milcreants. What 
better and ſounder --pzwfe canſt thou haue that there is a God, 
then thine owns conſcience, Which is vnto thee a thouſand wit- 
nefſes 2 Conſider with thy ſeife that thy ſoule is immoztall, 
made to the Image of the almighty Cod: be net curicus to c11/ 
quire of God, but carefull to belcue, neither be thou deſperate, 
i thou ſe thy finnes abound, but faythfull to obtaine mercie,fo; 
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che Loꝛd will ſaue thee, becauſe it is his pleaſare, Search ther⸗ 
fozc the Scriptur es, they teſtiũe cf him. 

Atheos. Truly Euphues you haue ſayde ſomwhat, but yeu 
go about contrary to the cuſfome ef Scholes, Which me thinks 
pou ſhould dilligeatly obſerue, boxing a p2ofeffed Philoſepher ; 
foz when J demaund by what reaſon men are induced to ac⸗ 
knowledge a God, you confirme it by courſe of Scripture , as 
who ſhould ſay, there was not a relation bet weenc God and the 
Scripture, becauſe as the olde Fathers define, without Scrip⸗ 
ture there were no God, no Scripture without a God , Whos 
ſoe ner therſoze denieth a Godhead, denieth alſo the Scriptures 
Which telliũe of him. This is in my opinion abſurcum per ab- 
ſurdius, to pꝛoue one ablurditie by another. It thou canſt as 
ſubTantially by reaſon pꝛoue thy authozity ol Scriptures to be 
true, as thou halt pꝛwued by Scriptures there is a God, then 
will J willinglie with ther both beleue the Scriptures, and 
wozlhip thy God. J haue heard that Antiochus commaunded 
all the coppies ofthe Leſtament to be burnt, from whence ther⸗ 
fozc haue we theſe new Bokes , A thinke theu wilt not ſay by 
Renelation, therefoze goe fozward, | 

Euphues. I haue read of the milk of a Tigreſſe, that the moꝛe 
Salt there is thzown into it, the kreſher it is, and it may be that 
kither thou haſt taten ot that milke, oz that thou art the Whelp 
of that Ponſter, foꝛ the moze reaſons that are beaten into thy 
head, the moze vnreaſonable thouſeemeſt fo be, the greater my 
atthozities ſerue, the leſſer is thy belecke. As touching ths au⸗ 
thozitic of Scriptures, although there be many arguments 
1 which do pꝛoue, yea, and enſozce the wicked to confeſſe that the 
. Scriptures came from God, yet by nouc other mean then by the 
bf; ſecret teſtimony efthe holpGhott, our harts are truly perſwa⸗ 
| ded, that it is God which ſpeaketh in the Law, in ths Prophets, 
in the Goſpell, the oꝛderly diſpoſiticn of the wildem of God, the 
Bortrine ſauour ing nothing of earchlines, the godly agreement 
of all parts among themſelues, and eſpecuuly the baſencfle of 
contemptible wozds, vttering the high mieries of the heauen⸗ 
ly kingdome, are ſecond helps to cſtabliſh the Scripture, 
| * Poze Ouer, 
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Moꝛecuer, the antiquitie cf the Scripture, Uhercas the 
Bokes of other Neligiens ałe later then the Bokes of Moſes, 
which yet doth not himſelfe intent anew God, but letteth fozth 
to the Iſraelites the God of their Fathers. Whereas Moſes 
doth not hide the ſhame of Leuy his Father, nozthe murmu⸗ 
ring of Aaron his b2cther, and of May his liſter, no2 Toth ad- 
nance his obne childꝛen: the lame are arguments, that in his 
Boke is nothing fained by man. Alis the miracles that hapned 
as well at the publiſhing ok the Lawe , as in all the rot of the 
time, are infallibt e pꝛofes that the @cripturcs p2oceeded from 
the mouth of God: Aiſo whereas Moſes ſptahtth in the perſon 
of Iacob, alligneth gouernment to the Tribe of luda, and where 
he telleth befoze ol the calling of the Gentiles, whereof the one 
tame to paſſe foure hundꝛeth yeres after, the other almoſt two 
thouſand yeres , theſe are arguments, that it is God himſelfe 
that ſpeaketh in the Bokes of Moſes, 

Whereas Eſay telleth bcfoze ofthe taptiuitie ofthe Jewes, 
and their reſtozing by Cyrus (Which was bozne an hiundzcth 
pteres after the death ol Eſay,) and whereas leremy befo2e the 
people were led away, appointeth their exile to continue thꝛer⸗ 
ſcoze and ten pres.

The ſimplicitie of the 
ſptech ol the firſt thzxe Cuangelifts, contapning heauenly miſte⸗ 
ries, the pzayſe cf lohn thundering lrom on high with waigh⸗ 
tie ſentences, the heauenly Paiellie ſhining in the wꝛitings 
of Peter and Palle, the ſodaine calling of Mathew frem the re⸗ 
teit of cuſtome, the calling of Peter and lolin from the Fiſher 
boats, to the pꝛeaching of the Colpell the conuerfion and cal⸗ 
ling of Paule , being an enemie tothe Apoſtleſhip, are ſignes 
ol the holie Ghoſt ſpeaking in them. The conſent offo many 
ages, of ſo ſundzie Satin and of ſo divers minds, in embꝛa⸗ 
cing the Striptures, and the rare godl int ſſe of ſome ought to 


eſtablich the authoꝛitie thereof among vs. Alb the blood cf ſo

many artirs, which fo2 the confeflicn thereof haue ſuffered 
death with a conſtant and ſober zeale, are vndoubted teſtimo⸗ 
nies of the truth and authoꝛitie of the Scriptures, = 

The miracles that Moſes recounted, are ſufficient to per⸗ 
ſwade vs, that God, yea, the Ged of Hoaſtes, ſct dewne the 
Scriptures, Foz this that he was carried in a cloud vp into the 
Mountaine: that there euen vnto the fozticth day he continued 
without the company of men. That in the very publiſhing cf 
the Lawe , his face did ſhine as it were beſet with the Dunne 
beames, that lightnings flaſhed round about, that thunder and 
noiſes were each where heard in the aire, that a Trumpet ſoun- 
ded, being not ſounved with any mouth of man, That the entry 
of th? Tabernacle by a cloud ſet betwene, was kept from the 
ſight ok the people, that his authozitie was ſo miraculcuſlic re⸗ 
uenged with the hozrible deffrucion of Corah, Dat han, end A- 


biron, and all that wicked faction, that the Kocke ffreken with 
aà rod, did by and by poure foꝛth a Niuer, that at his pꝛaper it 


rained Panna from Heauen. Did not God herein commend 
him from heauen as an vndoubted Prophet. 

Howe as touching the tyꝛranie of Antiochus, which com- 
maunded all the Bokes fo be burned : hercin Gods ſingular 
pꝛouidence is ſeene, which hath alwayes kept his wezd, both 
from the mightte that they couldnot extinguiſh the ſame , and 
fromthe malitious, that they could neuer diminiſh it. There 
were dtuers copies which God of his great godneſſe had kept 
from the blodic pꝛoclamation of Antiochus, and by and by fol- 
lowed the tranſlating of them into Greece, that they might be 
publiſhed vnto the whole wozld. The Veb2ue tongue lap not 
onely vneſteemed, but almoſt vnknowne, and ſurely had it not 
beene Gods will to haue his Religion pꝛouided foz, it had alto- 
gether perriſhed. 

Thou ſerſt Atheos, howe the ®criptures come from the 


mouth of God, and are wzitten by the finger cf the holy Shot 


in the conſciences of the faithſull , But if thou br ſo curious to 
aſke| other queſtions, oz ſo quarrelleus to ſtriue againſt the 
truth, I muſt aunſwere ther, as an olve Father aunſwered a

poung foole, which needes would knows what GO D did be- 
foe hee made Heauen, to whom he ſayd, Hell, fo2 ſuch curi- 
ous inquiſifours of Gods ſecrets , whoſe wiſedome is not to be 
comp2ehended : fo2 who is he that can meaſure the wind, oz 
wie the fire, oꝛ attayne vnto the vnſearchable iudgements of 
the Lozd 4 Weſidesthis, where the holy Oholt hath ceaſed to 
ſet downe, there ought we to ceaſe to enquire , ſeing we haue 
the ſuffictencte of our ſaluation contapned in holy @cripture. 
It were an abſurditte in Scholes, if one bæing vꝛged with a 
place of Ar iſtotle, could find none other ſhift to auoide a blank, 
then in doubting whether Ariſtotle ſpake ſuch wozdes oz no, 
Shall it then be tollerable fo deny the Scriptures, hauing no 
ether colour to auoide an inconuenience, but by doubting whe- 
ther they p2oceeve from the holy Ghoft 2 But that ſuch doubts 
ariſe ameng many in our age, ther eaſon is, their little faith, 
not the ſufficient p2wfe ofthe ſame, | 
Thou mapſt as well demaund, howe J p2oue white to be 
white, oz blacke, blacke, and why i ſhould be called white ra- 
ther then grene . Such groſſe queſtions are tobe aunſwered 
with flender reaſons, and ſuch idle heads thould be ſcoffed with 
adle aunſweres , Ye that hath no motion of God in his mind, 
no ferlling of the ſpirit, no taſt of heauenly things, no remozſe cf 
conſcience, no ſparke of3cale, is rather te be confounded by tozs 
ments then reaſons , foz it is an cuident and infallible ſigne, 
that the holy Ghoſt hath not ſealed his conſcicnce, whereby he 
might crie Abba Father, J conld alleadge Scripture to pꝛoue 
that the godly ſhould refraine from the company ofthe wicked, 
which although thou wilt not belerue, yet will it condemne 
the .

Wiſe men haue founde that by learning, 
which olde men ſhould know by experience, that in life there is 
nothing ſweet, in death nothing ſowze, The Philoſophers ac- 
counted it the chiefeſt felicitie neuer to bee boꝛne: the ſecond, 
ſoone to die. And what hath death in it ſo hard, that wee ſhould 
take it ſo heauily? Js it ſtrange to ſee that cut off, which by na» 
ture is made to be cutoff? Oꝛ that melfed, which is fitte to bee 
melted? Oꝛ that burnt, which is apt tu be burnt? D2 man to 
paſſe that is bozne to perriſh ? But thou graunteſt that ſhee 
ſhould haue dyed, and yet art thou ſozrowfull becauſe hee is 
dcad. . 

Is the death the better, if it be the longer: No frueke, Fo2

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Nis no the deſcent of birth, but the conſent ofconditicns 
that maketh Gentlemen, neither great Panozs, but god man- 
ners that expꝛeſſe the true Image of dignitie , There is Cop⸗ 


per cone of the ſtampe that gold is, yet is it not currant: there 


commeth popſon of the filh as well as god Dple, vet is it not 
wholſome, and of man may p2oceede an euill child, and pet no 
Gentleman. Foꝛ as the Mine that runneth on the lers, is not 
therefoze to be accounted neate, becauſe it was dꝛawne of the 
ſame piect: oꝛ as the water that ſpꝛingeth from the Fountains 
head, and floweth into the filthie channell, is not to be called 
clere becauſe it came of the ſame ſtreame: ſoneyther is he that 
deſcendeth of noble parentage, if he differ from noble derds, to 
be eſteemed a Gentleman in that he iſſued from the lopnes of a 
noble Sire, fo2 that he obſcureth the Parents he came of, and

There is no Gentleman in Athens, but ſoꝛroweth to ſ& thy 


behaniour ſo far to diſagree from thy birth, foꝛ this ſay they all 
(which is the cheefeſt note ofa Gentleman) that thou ſhouldeſt 
as well deſire honeſtie in thy life, as honour by thy linage : that 
the nature ſhould not ſwarue from thy name, that as thou by 
dutie ſhouldſt be regarded fo2 thy pꝛogenie, ſo thou wouldeſt 
endeuour by deſerts to be reuerenced fo2 thy pietie. 
{he pure Cozall is choſen as well by his vertue, as his co- 
lour: a Ring is knowne better by his courage then his Crown: 
a right Gentleman is ſwner ſeene by the tryall of his vertue, 
then blazing of his armes. 
But J let paſſe thy birth, wiſhing thee rather with VIiſſes 
to ſhew it in woꝛks, then with Aiax to boaſt of it with woꝛds:

it foz thee to haue thy Studie full of 1Bookes, then thy purſe full 
of money. To get goods is the benefite of Foꝛtune, to kepe 
them the gyft of wiſedome . As thcrefoze thou art to poſſeſſe 
them by thy Fathers will, ſo art thou to increaſe them by thine 
owne witte, 
But alaſſe why deſtreſt thou to haue the reuenewes of thy 
Parent, and nothing re gardeſt to haue his vertnes: Stekelt 
thou by ſucceſſion to entoy thy Patrimonie, and by vice to ob⸗ 
ſcure his pietie? Milt thou haue the tytle of his honour, and no 
touch of his honeftte 2 ah Alcius, remember that thou art not 


boꝛne to liue after thine owne luſt, but to learne to dye, wher⸗ 
by thou mapſt line after thy death. J haue often heard thy Fa ⸗

ment, that they neuer iarre about matters of religion, becauſe

Care Liuia, Jam as glad to heare of thy welfare, as ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowfull to vnderſtand thy newes,and it doth me as much 
god that thou art reconered, as harme to thinke of thoſe 
that are not to be recured . Zhou hatt ſatiſ-fled my re⸗ 
queft, and anſwered my expettatien. Foz J longed to know the 
manners of women, and loked to haue them wanton ; I lyke 


thes woll that thou wilt not conceale their vanities, but J loue 


ther the better that thou doeſt no! follow them: to repꝛoue ſinne 
is the ligne of true honour, fo renounce it, the part of honeſtie. 
All god men will account the wiſe fo; thy truth, and happie 
fo2 thy tryall, foz they ſay, to abſtaine from pleaſure is the chee- 
felt pietie, and Jthinke in Court torefraine from vice is no 
little vertue. |

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Strange it is, that the ſound eye viewing of the ſoꝛe ſhould 
not be dimmed, that he that handleth Pitch ſhold not be defiled, 
that they that continue the Court ſhould not be infected. And 
pet it is no great maruaile, foz by experience we ſec, that the A- 
damant cannot dzaw Jron, if the Diamond lie by it, noꝛ vice 
allure the Courtier, if vertue be retained, 

Thou pꝛaiſeſt the Cmp2eſſe foꝛ inſtituting god lawes, and 
greeuelt to ſee them violated by the Ladies. J am ſoꝛrp to think 
it thould be ſo, and J fighin that it cannet be otherwiſe. Where 
there is no hied taken ofa commandement, there is ſmall hope 
fo be loked fo2 of amendment. Where duty can haue no ſhrew, 
honeſtie can beare no ſway , They that cannot be enfozced to 
obedience by authozitte, will neuer be won by fauour, foz being 
without feare, they commonly are void of grace ; and as far be 
they careleſſe from honour, as they be from awe, and as ready 
to deſpiſe the god counſaile of their Peres, as to contemne the 
god lawes of their Þ2ince, But the bꝛeaking of lawes doth not 
accuſe the Cmpzeſſe of vice, neither ſhall her making of them 
excuſe the Ladies of vanities, The Empꝛeſſe is no moꝛe to be 
ſuſpected ot erring, then the Carpenter that buildeth the houſe 
be accuſed becauſe thæues haus bꝛoken it, oz the Mint aiſter 
condemned foꝛ his coyne , becauſe the Zraytoz hath clipped it. 
Certainly God will both reward the godly zeale of the P2ince, 
and reuenge the godleſſe doings of the people. £ozeouer, thou 

ſaiſt, that in the Court all be ſluts that ſwim not in ſilkes, and 
that the idleſt liners are accounted the bzaneſt louers, J cannot 
tell whether J ſhonld rather laugh at their folly,oz lament their 
phꝛenũe, neyther do J know whether the unne be greater in 
apparel! which moncth to pꝛide, oz in affection which entiſeth 
to peruiſhnes, the one cauſeth them to fo2get themſe lues, the o⸗ 
ther tofo2goe their ſences, each do deceiue their ſoule , They 
that thinke one cannot be cleanly without pꝛide, will quicklie 
iudge none to be honeſt without pleaſure , which is as hard to 
confeſſe, as to ſap, no inc ane to be without exceſſe: thou wicheſt 
to be in the Country with thy diſtaffe, rather then to continue in 


the Court with thy vlan, IJ cannot blame ther. Foz Greece

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is as much to be cõdemned fo2 learning, as the Court foz bzaue- . 
rie, and here maiſt thou liue with as god repoꝛt foꝛ thine hone- 
ſty, as they with renowime foꝛ their beauty. It is better to ſpin 
with Penelope all night, then to ſing with Helen all day, 
Huſwifry in the Country is as much pꝛaiſed, as honour in 
the Court, Me think it as great murth to ſing Plalmes, as you _ 
melody to chaunt Sonnets, and we account them as wile that 
kerpe their owne Lands wich credite, as ycu thoſe that get o⸗ 
thers linings by craft. £Zherfoze il thou wilt follow my aduice, 
and pꝛoſecute thine owne determination, thou ſhalt come out 
of a warme Sunne, into Cos! blefiing , Thou addeſt (J feare 
me alſo thou erreſt) that in the Court there be ſome of great 
vertue, wiſedome, and ſobzietie: if it be ſo, J like it, and in that 
thou ſayeſt it is ſo, J belœue it. It may be, and no doubt it is in 
the Court, as in all Riuers, ſome fich, (ome frogs, and as in all 
Gardens ſome flowers, ſome loteds, and as in all tres, (omg 
bloſſoms, (ome blaſls. Nylus b2&deth the pzectous ſlone, and 
the poyſoned Serpent.
